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INTRODUCTION 

BUSINESS, it has been well said, is a power ; and the dictum may stand 
very appropriately as a text for the remarks offered in these introductory 
I pages. Statecraft and military prowess have played their parts, potently 
and picturesquely enough, in the drama of empire ; but in the effects 
that make for stability and permanence both have been surpassed by that other 
strong and far-reaching influence from which, ultimately, the highest material 
good has always sprung — the influence of business. 

It will not be amiss if we refresh our memories a little with reg-ard to the 
inception and development of this remarkable power of business, which has the 
strange, paradoxical quality of being at once the product of self-interest and the 
promoter of the commonweal. 

To what period, precisely, the inauguration of international commerce should 
be assigned, it is, of course, impossible now to say ; but in all probability the 
pioneers of enterprise in this direction were the Arabs, both Ishmaelites and 
Midianites, of whose trading with Egypt as far back as the days of Jacob there 
is recorded evidence. Spices, myrrh, corn, and precious metals were their chief 
commodities, and by means of that " ship of the desert," the camel, they opened 
up and maintained a number of trade routes which became identified with the 
earliest known system of import and export commerce. Population increasing, 
and becoming more widely distributed, this trade eventually spread to the sea, 
and the dawn, of maritime traffic saw the Egyptians and the Phcenicians con- 
trolling the commerce of the eastern and western worlds respectively — the former 
importing from India via the Red Sea, while the latter, on the Mediterranean, 
carried their merchandise westward by water, and created new marts in regions 
until then unknown. To the Phoenicians may be fairly accorded the fullest 
measure of credit for vigorous and successful initiative as merchant-mariners. 

Passing over the rise and fall of Carthage, the later greatness of Alexandria 
in commerce, and the era of Venetian and Genoese rivalry, we find the centres 
of trade distribution shifting northward and westward as the Middle Ages drew 
towards their close. By the end of that period Antwerp had obtained a com- 
manding position as an international mart. Then came the discovery of America, 
and the focussing of activity in fresh places. The voyages of Diaz and of Vasco 
da Gama brought Portugal to the front ; the Dutch, too, entered the field. Spain 
developed the new West Indian trade, and her policy forced other nations to 
exceptional efforts in their own interests In these efforts British commercial 
ascendency may be said to have had its inception. 

The wars of the seventeenth century were necessarily inimical to the 
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growth of trade, but. in spite of troubles at home, the Dutch prosecuted their 
enterprises abroad with characteristic resoluteness and fixity of purpose. Amster- 
dam succeeded Antwerp as the emporium of the north ; the Dutch East India 
colonies were established ; and the merchants of Holland waxed rich and 
influential to an extraordinary degree. But beyond the North Sea the island 
realm of Britain was steadily weaving the strands of her world-encircling girdle 
of empire, and laying deeply and firmly the foundations of an unparalleled com- 
mercial greatness. Thus it came to pass that in the waning years of the 
eighteenth century these words were penned: "Of all nations in Europe, the 
English and Dutch, after surmounting very great difficulties, have now the 
superiority in point of trade. Holland, by the favourable reception it gives to 
strangers and the refuge it affords religionaries, enjoys a vast trade. As to 
England, the convenience and multitude of its ports, the goodness of its com- 
modities, the industry and ingenuity of its workmen, &c., have established its 
trade so as to admit of no rival but the Dutch. England trades in all parts of 
the world, nor does any other nation drive such a commerce as she does with 
her own commodities ; for the Dutch trade chiefly consists^ in the transportation 
of foreign goods from one country to another." 

Enter now the nineteenth century, and all the wonders of science and 
invention with which its name is identified. Justly has it been said that the 
history of commerce in that century would be "an epitome of the world's 
economic development during its most intense and active period." The applica- 
tion of steam power to manufactures revolutionised production in the useful arts ; 
its employment in transportation inaugurated that "annihilation of distance" 
which telegraphy subsequently consummated. The railway made the sea every- 
where accessible, and co-operated with the steamship in "bringing the remotest 
regions to neighbourhood and converse." With steam pressed into the service, 
of navigation the progress of colonisation received its latest and greatest impetus. 
The vast areas of the North American continent were opened up to settlement ; 
new spheres for the white man's energies were found in Australasia and South 
Africa ; even in Asia the spread of Western influence became noticeable and 
continuous. And in the nineteenth century Britain at last came into her 
kingdom as the commercial power par excellence. 

The fact that our country's commerce to-day greatly surpasses that of any 
other nation in volume and value, is the more impressive for the reason that 
it signifies enormous achievement in a comparatively brief space of time. 
England, it must not be forgotten, was a late starter in the mercantile race. 
For a long period she drew most of her supplies of manufactured goods from 
Continental sources. Her internal trade arose " through the differences of 
local resources," as Dr. Cunningham points out in his "Growth of English 
Industry and Commerce." Gradually, markets were created to carry off^ the 
redundancies of one district in supplying the deficiencies of another. These 
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markets, it is considered probable, were originally conducted on the neutral 
ground of village boundaries, where any local hostilities could be temporarily 
suspended in order that mutual wants might be supplied. From the open 
market to the warehouse was only a step, suggested, no doubt, by the 
anticipation of future trade, and the obvious advantage of having a stock of 
wares in readiness for prospective demands. Many years, however, were to 
elapse ere the foreign trade of Britain assumed dimensions giving promise of 
the wonderful development in store for it. The efforts of early kings, from 
time to time, to encourage commerce, were doubtless sincere enough, if not 
always well-advised or practical in method. Edward I., in the quieter 
intervals of a strenuous career, did something towards promoting the home 
trades, and also concluded our first treaty of commerce with a foreign nation 
— that entered into with the Flemings in 1272. Edward III. paid special 
attention to the wool trade, which became, and of course continues to be, one 
of the greatest of our industrial interests. But it was not until the discoveries 
of Columbus, Cabot, and other navigators, fired the national imagination with 
prospects of rich gains in new lands oversea that the British era of 
colonisation dawned, and ushered in the great day of commercial advancement 
— for if the commercial instinct has been a moving force in colonisation, the 
colonising instinct has been a pathfinder for commerce. Then it was that 
England, goaded to action by the growing power of Spain, was enabled to 
turn to fullest account one of her most splendid assets — the inherent 
seamanship of her sons, of whom Edmund Waller has so finely sung — 

" Others may use the ocean as a road, 
Only the English make it their abode. 
Whose ready sails with every wind can fly. 
And make a covenant with the inconstant sky.'' 

Turning from the mercantile to the industrial aspect of the Business World, 
in which Britain still sustains her leading role, we note the beginnings of manu- 
facturing enterprise in England at a very early period, despite the fact that the 
almost constant warfare and party strife of the Middle Ages were adverse to 
any marked development of the peaceful arts during that era. As long since as 
the fourteenth century, however, woollen cloth was made at London, Bristol and 
Norwich, the latter city being then the third place in the Kingdom for trade and 
population ; and eventually the Norfolk village of Worstead gave its name to 
the very important class of woollen textiles now chiefly made in the Bradford 
district of Yorkshire. Other places in England gradually acquired a reputation 
for woollen cloths, and even began to send their products abroad. Linen and silk 
weaving also date from the fourteenth century, and Sheffield cutlery was cele- 
brated in the days of Chaucer. Industrial progress, nevertheless, was not rapid 
until the seventeenth century was far advanced. Then, in 1685, the revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes drove many skilled workers from France, and large numbers 
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of these taking refuge in England gave a great impetus to our manufactures. 1 he 
commercial activity of the eighteenth century compensated for previous lost time, 
and the progress of this period culminated in the invention of the steam engme 
and the eventual application of power machinery to every great branch of productive 
industry. There followed at once a marked change in the local distribution of 
manufactures, and those districts which were rich in coal naturally became the 
chief industrial centres of the new age of Steam. The seat of the woollen 
manufacture was shifted in this way to Yorkshire, while Lancashire began the 
upbuilding of her stupendous cotton interest, and the metallurgical arts of Birming- 
ham and Sheffield increased and multiplied at an astonishing rate. England became 
"the workshop of the world." 

Three hundred years ago, when the first seeds of Empire were planted by 
our pioneers of commerce and colonisation, the total foreign trade of Great Britain 
and Ireland was represented by a sum of about ^4,600,000, of which amount 
a little more than one-half stood for exports, the remainder for imports. In 1913, 
the foreign and colonial trade of the United Kingdom reached the unprecedented 
aggregate of ;^i,404, 15 1,093 i"^ value. The trade of the entire Empire (mother 
country and colonies combined) now exceeds ^^2,000,000,000 ; and the figures 
for the past fifteen or sixteen years tell the story of a very marked growth 
of British trade with the colonies, a no less remarkable increase of commercial 
intercourse between the colonies and foreign countries, and the doubling of 
inter-colonial trade. 

The opening years of the reign of His Majesty King George V. have thus 
coincided with a period of unexampled development in the commerce in his 
world-wide dominions. At such a time as this the tendency to look forward 
into the future, striving in the light of what we know to anticipate what may 
be in store, is strong and natural. Faith in the national force of character, 
pride in our country's unique record, and confidence in the innate British genius 
for practical application of the power "of business to the purposes of life, will 
assuredly nerve us for every effort that may be demanded of us in what has 
become our traditional metier, till this New Era shall have given us new triumphs — 

" Won in the pride of the great example 
That a man should do as his sires have done." 

For centuries past the merchants of Britain have been foremost in that pioneer 
service which commerce renders to empire. In the history of their ventures we 
may read the very romance of trade ; but more wonderful still is the stupendous 
reality of their achievements, whereby this nation has been placed at the summit 
of all mercantile fame. 

In no way, perhaps, can the many aspects of their activity be more instructively 
studied than through the medium of a review of selected typical concerns, sustaining 
in their individual spheres the traditions upon which British supremacy in the 
Business World is based. 
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HE "British North America" Act of 1867 con- 
solidated into one political Confederation, under 
the name of the Dominion of Canada, the old 
provinces of Upper and Lower Canada, of Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick. Manitoba, British 
Columbia, Prince Edward Island, Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, &c., were subsequently admitted to 
the Confederation, and the Dominion now com- 
prises the whole of British Noj;th America except 
Newfoundland and Labrador ; Yukon being made 
a separate territory in 1898. The total area of the Dominion is 
3,729,665 square miles, about the same as that of Europe; and 
the population exceeds 7,200,000. 

From Halifax, on the Atlantic, to Vancouver, on the Pacific, 
is 3655 miles by rail. From Victoria, on the Pacific, to Dawson, 
on the Yukon River, is 1550 miles by ocean, river steamer, and rail. 
The climate of Canada is bracing and healthful. On the 
Pacific Coast, owing to the Japanese current, the climate is identical 
in temperature with that of the British Isles, which lie in the same 
latitude. The influence of this warm current on the Pacific Coast 
extends eastward across the Western and into the Central Pro- 
vinces, so that the winter climate of the western part of the Central 
Provinces is considerably milder than that of the eastern part. 

On the Atlantic Coast, and inland, the climate is colder than 
in corresponding latitudes of Europe because of the Arctic current, 
which flows southward along the coast. 

The important physical features of Canada are its mountains, 
lakes, rivers, forests, and prairies, and the great inland sea, Hudson 
Bay — an immense body of water connected by a wide strait with 
the Atlantic. Its southern extremity is in latitude 52°, which is 
the latitude of London. Fort Churchill, on its westerly shore, is 
in the latitude of the Orkneys. The Rocky Mountains extend 
from the United States boundary northward to the Arctic Ocean. 
They contain valuable coal deposits, and in the ranges between the 
Rockies and the Pacific Coast are to be found gold, silver, lead, 
and copper. Silver, nickel, cobalt, and other rnetals are also 
found in the Laurentian range. 

The eastern and older portion of Canada occupies chiefly a 
vast peninsula lying between the water system of the St. Lawrence 
on the south and Hudson Bay on the north. The western or 
newer, and much the larger portion of Canada, is compact in 
form. It extends from the westerly end of the Great Lakes and 
the west shore of Hudson Bay to the Pacific Ocean, and from 
the United States boundary (the 49th parallel of latitude) to the 
Arctic Ocean. 

The provinces and territories of Canada may be grouped as 



Maritime, Eastern, Central, Western, and Northern. The Mari- 
time Provinces are Nova Scotia, , New Brunswick, and Prince 
Edward Island. The easterly portion of the Province of Quebec, 
on the shores of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, may be included as 
a part of Maritime Canada. The Eastern Provinces are Ontario 
and Quebec, which lie along the St. Lawrence River and its 
Great Lakes, and extend northward to the southern extremity of 
Hudson Bay. The Central Provinces are Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, and Alberta, which occupy the prairie area lying between 
the wooded region of Eastern Canada and the Rocky Mountains. 
The Western or Pacific Province is British Columbia, which lies 
between the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Coast. 

Northern Canada is the territory lying between the northern 
limits of the Eastern, Central, and Western provinces, already 
mentioned, and the Arctic Ocean. West of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is the Yukon Territory; east of the Rockies are the 
Northwest Territories. 

Canada has five great railway systems, the Intercolonial (owned 
and operated by the Dominion Government), the Canadian Pacific, 
the Grand Trunk, the Canadian Northern, and the Great Northern. 
With the exception of the Siberian railway, the Canadian Pacific 
is the longest continuous railway Une under one management in 
the world. The total length of rail tracks controlled by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is over 16,000 miles. 

Canada is a nation of workers. Its national emblem, the 
beaver, is the representative, among animals, of intelligent industry. 
The conditions of life all tend to and require personal effort, and 
the same conditions contribute to the success of such effort. 

The man who does not work in Canada — whether he be rich 
or poor — is looked upon with doubt. Such conditions tend to 
an equalised distribution of wealth, to individuality of thought 
and action, and, therefore, liberality and progress in social, indus- 
trial, commercial, and political life. 

Nowhere in the world to-day are there more liberal institutions, 
more orderly communities, such an equal distribution of wealth, 
or an equal rate of progress. 

Ottawa, the Federal Capital of the Dominion, is situated at 
the extreme north of the county of Carleton, in the Province 
of Ontario, and is distant about 115 miles from Montreal, by 
rail, in a westerly direction. It stands upon the south bank of 
the Ottawa River, which here, and indeed for the greater part 
of its course, divides the Province of Ontario from that of 
Quebec; and opposite the city, on the Quebec side, is Hull, 
which, in a sense, is associated with the earliest chapters in the 
history of Ottawa. It was to this place that there came, in 
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the closing years of the eighteenth century, a settler named 
Wright, who built himself a residence near the famous Chau- 
difere Falls, and called the village which he thus founded Hull. 
Rather more than a quarter of a century later, the real de- 
velopment of what is now Ottawa commenced, when Colonel 
By, R.E., an English officer, was sent out to supervise the 
construction of the Rideau Canal. The completion of this 
important waterway gave a marked impetus to the new settlement 
at its northern terminus, upon which, in honour of Colonel By, 
the name Bytown was bestowed. Under that name the future 
capital of the Dominion made steady, if not very rapid, progress 
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consequences of the first importance for this still comparatively 
unpretentious community-the question of choosing a new seat 
of Government for the reunited Upper and Lower Canadas. Upon 
this point local patriotism in other parts of the country asserted 
itself with extraordinary fervour. The older cities vied with each 
other for the honour in store. Ontario fought strenuously to 
secure it for Toronto j Quebec showed a no less zealous partisan- 
ship in favour of the " Ancient Capital." A deadlock ensued, and 
to find a solution acceptable to all parties, it was at length decided 
to refer the matter to Queen Victoria. Her Majesty's decision 
was given in August, 1858, and what had been but a few years 
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for yet another period of twenty-five years or thereabouts. Its 
interests were largely those of the ever-increasing lumber industry 
of the Upper Ottawa Valley, and it became a centre both of the 
supply trades for that industry and of the various activities con- 
nected with the collecting, handling, and conversion of the forest 
product. Great saw-mills came into being around the Chaudifere 
Falls ; great factories, also, for the making of pails, tubs, matches, 
and all manner of wooden ware. Timber in every conceivable 
form went forth from this point to all accessible markets. In the 
fulness of time Bytown qualified for the rank of a city, and was 
duly incorporated as such in 1854. Then it was that the name 
was changed to Ottawa. 

A question now arose which, as it proved, was fraught with 



previously a " little lumber village " became, by a stroke of the 
pen, as it were, the administrative capital of one of the greatest 
of all the daughter nations of Britain. Since that day Ottawa has 
never looked back. 

The population of the city at the time of its elevation to 
metropolitan dignity was under 15,000. To-day its inhabitants 
number 95,000. Ottawa has a situation in which picturesque 
attractions and material advantages are very happily combined. 
Its chief natural features are the Chaudifere' Falls (aptly named 
from their resemblance to a huge boiling cauldron), and the bold 
eminence above the river whereon stand the noble Parliament 
Buildings, " like a city upon a hill." Through a fissure in the 
rocky substratum of the locality, the Rideau Canal effects its 
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junction with the Ottawa River at this point by means of a series 
of massive locks. The city is thus divided into Upper Town 
and Lower Town, the canal cutting being spanned by handsome 
bridges, as shown in our illustrations of the Post Office and 
Wellington Street. Wide streets, fine modern buildings, and 
attractive, well-organised business establishments, are characteristic 
of Ottawa. The Dominion Government provides an annual grant 
for the beautification of the capital. With the result that it is rapidly 
becoming one of the handsomest cities in the New World. 

The most slender sketch of Ottawa would be incomplete 
without some special reference to its crowning glory, the Parlia- 
ment Buildings, the three blocks of which, superbly seated on the 



civic buildings of the Low Countries and Italy are understood to 
have afforded suggestions to the architects. At a later date, the 
Western Departmental block was much enlarged, and the magnifi- 
cent Mackenzie Tower was added to it. This rises to a height of 
272 feet, and eclipses the tower in the main building, which is 
255 feet high. The style of these additions is Gothic of a similar 
character, but of a later date. The effective rock -faced work of the 
walls is generally of sandstone from the Nepean quarries, close to 
Ottawa. The colouring is varied and beautiful, and has grown in 
richness under the hand of time. The dressings are of Ohio 
sandstone, and the red arches are of Potsdam sandstone, obtained 
from the St. Lawrence County in New York State." 
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lofty "bluff" that dominates the river, have been well described 
as "an admirably placed architectural delight." Our illustrations 
show two of the blocks, the eastern and the western. Erected at 
a total cost of some $8,000,000, the buildings in their entirety 
cover a great area in the mid^t of beautifully laid out grounds. 
The corner stone of the central pile was laid by His late Majesty 
King Edward VIL, when, as Prince of Wales, he visited Canada 
in i860. From Sir James Edgar's excellent work, "Canada and 
its Capital," we take the following description of the structural 
aspect of. the Parliament Buildings : " The original structures 
consisted of the Parliamentary and Library buildings and the 
Eastern Block as they now exist, and part of the Western Block. 
These are a pure Gothic of no particular period, but the noble 



Rideau Hall, beyond the Rideau River, on the outskirts of the 
city, is the residence of the Governor-General, H.R.H. the Duke 
of Connaught and Strathearn, K.G., K.T., K.P., who assumed his 
high office in October, 191 1, and opened the first Parliament of 
his Viceroyalty on November i6th following. 

Ottawa is a busy place, its commercial and manufacturing 
activities covering a wide field. The splendid water powers 
available have attracted hither many industries, such as pulp and 
paper mills, woollen factories, machine and car shops, etc., in 
addition to the characteristic saw-mills and wood-working 
establishments of the district. A notable railway centre, too, is 
the Dominion capital, which is admirably served in this respect. 
Here the Canadian Pacific Railway, coming up from the Atlantic 
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seaboard in the Maritime Provinces, sets forth again upon the 
chief portion of its long journey to the Pacific, thrpugh vast 
tracts of farm and forest country, and across the mighty prairies of 
the Great West, with their 170,000,000 acres of wheat lands, till 
the " Rockies " are pierced and the " wonder-town " of Vancouver 
is reached. There one finds that the old dream of an All British 
route to the Far East has become an accomplished fact, for at 
Vancouver the Canadian Pacific White Empress steamers for 
Japan and China, connect with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Trans-Continental expresses. 

Upon Ottawa, as the seat of government, we have dwelt at 
some length, and limits of space preclude more than a rapid 
glance at the other important cities of Canada. 
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with its fine modern docks and grain elevators, is one^of Ae best 



in the world. Hither come the great " liners from Europe, and 
merchant vessels from all quarters of the globe. In and around 
the city every Canadian industry of any importance is represented 
There are big sugar refineries, cotton mills, iron-works of all 
kinds, breweries, car shops, machine shops, tobacco factories, 
clothing manufactories, sewing machine factories, meat-packing 
establishments, carriage factories, bridge works, mining imple- 
ment works, and many other evidences of the employment of 
capital and labour in productive enterprises upon a large scale. 
Wholesale houses fill a section of the city, and cover all lines 
of trade, while the retail stores are among the finest m the 
Dominion. Montreal is a city of noble buildings and mag- 
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Montreal, the " commercial metropolis," and the largest city 
in the Dominion, has a population of 570,000, and a history 
carrying the mind back to the romantic era of Maisonneuve and 
the seventeenth-century pioneers of colonisation. Splendidly 
situated at the head of sea-going navigation on the St. Law- 
rence, and at the beginning of the canal system on that river 
and the Ottawa, this stately and prosperous city is the head- 
quarters of the Canadian Pacific and the Grand Trunk Railways, 
and the western terminus of the Intercolonial Railway (from 
Halifax), The Canadian Northern line runs eastward, and 
the National Transcontinental is to tap it with a branch from the 
main line to the north. The great riverside harbour of Montreal, 



nificent distances"; a city of great banking and commercial 
institutions ; a famous seat of education, and the centre of the 
legal work of the Province of Quebec Its church architecture is 
unsurpassed on the American continent, and it is a delightful 
place of residence. 

Toronto, ranking next in size to Montreal, with a population 
of 44Si°oO) is the provincial capital and seat of the legislature 
of Ontario, and is the Ontario centre also for Canada's three big 
railways. Situated on the north shore of Lake Ontario, it has a 
large water-borne traffic vid the Great Lakes, and is a com- 
mercial mart of the first importance for all the western part of the 
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province. Here are many great wholesale houses conducting 
extensive operations, and the city contains also the head offices of 
numerous banks, insurance companies, and other financial institu- 
tions. The local industries are varied and important, including 
manufactures of agricultural implements, pianofortes, carriages, 
biscuits, etc., together with large breweries and distilleries, meat- 
packing houses, railway shops, shipbuilding works, and iron 
foundries. Like Montreal, Toronto is an important educational 
centre, the seat' of a university and of a number of colleges of 
high repute, which are largely attended. The city is justly noted 
for its beautiful homes and its handsome public buildings. 



lumber, leather, and cotton are largely handled, commercially and 
industrially ; and the port is, of course, an important one on the 
line of the Lower St. Lawrence inland navigation. It will be the 
point at which the new Transcontinental Railway will reach tide- 
water, after coming direct from Winnipeg. The other Canadian 
railways tap it, and it is the present summer port of the larger 
Canadian Pacific steamships. At Quebec are the headquarters 
of the celebrated Laval University, the history of which dates 
from 1852; also the fine Provincial Legislative Buildings, the 
city (which'has a population of 78,067) being the administrative 
capital of the Province of Quebec. 
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Quebec, " The Gibraltar of the West," is unique among the 
cities of the New World— unrivalled in site and environment, in 
historic interest, and in wealth of romantic association. Wonder- 
ful and thrilling has been its story since that day in 1535, when 
Jacques Cartier first set eyes upon the Indian village of Stadacona, 
planted at this coign of vantage. The full tide of commerce sets 
westward, but Quebec will preserve for all time its own peculiar 
charm — a charm that is present everywhere, for those who can 
realise it, from the quaint winding streets of the Lower Town, 
where the seventeenth and twentieth centuries seem to jostle each 
other, to the topmost point of the steep fortress rock, on which 
the grey citadel keeps watch and ward over the gateway of a fair 
land. There is, withal, a deal of business in the ancient capital. 
The wharves and docks are admirably planned and constructed ; 



Halifax, the seat of the provincial government of Nova 
Scotia, has a grand situation upon a peninsula which projects into 
one of the world's finest natural harbours. This harbour was long 
a British naval depot, and is strongly fortified. Halifax (popula- 
tion 46,601) disputes with St. John, New Brunswick, the honour 
of being Canada's chief winter port. It is the maritime terminus 
of the Intercolonial Railway, and has a large general trade, besides 
manufactures of sugar, cotton, paint, gunpowder, musical instru- 
ments, machinery, and agricultural implements, and some busy 
iron works and car-shops, 

St. John, the capital of the province of New Brunswick, has 
the advantage of an excellent harbour, with wharf and elevator 
facilities which are being constantly augmented. It is an " ice- 
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free " port, open all the year round to ocean navigation, and is the 
place of call of many ocean liners. Here is the eastern terminus 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Saw mills, cotton mills, iron 
and brass foundries, roUing mills, flour mills, and nail factories 
are among the chief industrial establishments of this busy and 
progressive city. The population is upwards of 50,000. 

Charlottetown, the capital of the "island province" of 
Prince Edward Island, is beautifully situated on a secure and 
spacious harbour at the head of Hillsborough Bay. It is a 
remarkably healthy and well-laid-out city, with broad streets and 
charming surroundings. Boots and shoes, machinery, tobacco, 
flour, and condensed milk are locally manufactured. Population, 
about .12,000. 

Winnipeg, the " Gateway of the West," and the capital of 
Manitoba, is the greatest of the " wonder cities," that the develop- 
ment of what may be called New Canada has produced. From 
a Hudson Bay trading post, known as Fort Garry, it has grown in 
forty years to the dimensions of a metropolis, with a population 
estimated now at over -175,000. The great wheat-distributing 
centre and entropbt of the north-west, it has nearly, a score of 
railway lines radiating from it in all directions, while waterways 
serve it from north and south. Its bank clearances rank third 
among those of Canadian cities, being exceeded only by those of 
Montreal and Toronto ; and its building operations have averaged 
_j^2,225,ooo in annual value of late years. Colonists have been 
arriving here at the rate of 1000 per day, to settle eventually in 
different parts of the Great West. Winnipeg has numerous 
wholesale houses, b^nks, insurance offices, manufactories, and 
trading concerns, attracted to it by the advantages of its com- 
mercial position and prospects. 

Vancouver, another place of great growth and development 
in recent years, is the largest city of the Province of British 
Columbia, of which Victoria, on an inlet in the south-eastern 
coast of Vancouver Island, is the capital. The city of Vancouver 
has more than quadrupled in the last ten years, and now has 
upwards of 200,000 inhabitants. Its fine deep-water harbour is 
one of the best on the Pacific Coast, and it is the western terminus 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and a terminus also of the 
Seattle and Vancouver branch of the Great Northern Railway. 

Regina, the capital of the Province of Saskatchewan, is on 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and is surrounded 
by rich agricultural land. In addition to the excellent traffic 
facilities already in operation, other railway communications are 
projected, and the city is a very important distributing and 
business centre. Population, over 40,000. 



Edmonton, the seat of the provincial government of Alberta, 
has a population now estimated at over 4S.o°o- The city is a 
supply centre for the north country; has numerous industries, 
and good railway facilities vid, the systems of the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian Northern Eailways; and is also a divisional 
point on the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, now being built across 
the continent. Edmonton owns and operates its own electric 
light and power plant, waterworks, sewerage, and telephone 
systems, and a street railway. The largest city in Alberta is 
Calgary, in the southern district of the province— a wonder- 
fully progressive place on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, with excellent communications, great commercial 
and industrial activity, and a population estimated at nearly 
65,000. 

The expansion of commerce and industry and the growth of 
material interests generally in Canada during the closing years of 
the nineteenth century and the first twelve of the twentieth, have 
been among the most striking manifestations of modern national 
progress. Within the seven years 1896— 1903 the trade of the 
Dominion more than doubled, reaching in the latter year an 
aggregate value of $467,637,000. Upon this figure there has 
since been a remarkable increase, Canada's tdtal trade now 
approximating to $1,125,000,000, or about ;;r225,ooo,ooo. Forty 
years ago the Dominion revenue was some $15,000,000. In 
1912 it attained upwards of $136,000,000; and for the finan- 
cial year ended March 31st, 19 13, the revenue amounted to 
$168,689,000, showing a surplus of $56,630,000 over expen- 
■diture. While agriculture is the main industry, and the exports 
of cereals and dairy produce are enormous, there is great and 
constantly increasing activity in many branches of manufacture, 
recent estimates placing the output in this connection at over 
$160 (;^32) per head of the population. The number of manu- 
facturing establishments exceeds 19,200, representing in capital 
$1,245,000,000, employing 511,000 hands, and maintaining an 
output of the annual value of $1,164,000,000. During the ten 
years 1901-1911, the capital employed in manufactures increased 
by 178 per cent, and the value of the products by 142 per cent. 
British imports from Canada amounted to over $177,000,000 
(^£'35, 400,000) per annum during the period 1912-13, and 
British exports to Canada nearly $140,000,000 (;!^28,ooo,ooo) 
per annum. 

Such figures are impressive and significant to a degree, and 
all that they stand for has been accomplished on the lines indi- 
cated by the eminent Canadian statesman who said : " The 
British Empire has been built up by individual effort — by every 
one attending to the duty of the hour, and, by so attending, pre- 
paring the advance of the triumph of the morrow." 
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The Commonwealth of Australia, "the only British Continent," 
and, in respect to size, one-fourth of the British Empire, is a con- 
federation of the States of New South Wales, Victoria, Queens- 
land, South Australia, Western Australia, and Tasmania. The 
inauguration of the Commonwealth took place at Sydney on 
January ist, 1901. The area of the Commonwealth is 2,974,581 
square miles, and the population (1913), 4,836,625. 

Sir George Reid (the High Commissioner in London for 
Australia) stated: "We find that for the year 1908 the oversea 
trade of Australia reached a value of ;^i 14,000,000. Add to that 
the inter-State trade of ^^82, 000,000 and you have a total of 
nearly ^200,000,000 a year sterling for a population of about 
4,400,000 men, women, and children. Another thing that I 
attach great importance to is that this population of 4,400,000 is 
essentially a British population. Of Australia's total oversea 
trade, no less than 6oro per cent, is with the Mother Country. 
An additional i2-83 per cent, is with the various British posses- 
sions, so altogether 72-93 per cent, of the trade of Australia is 
with the United Kingdom and the rest of the Empire." Latest 
statistics (19 13) place the value of Australia's oversea trade at 
;^i58,307,65o. 

New South Wales, the mother colony of Australia, is famous 
for its pastoral capabilities, agriculture being one of the principal 
industries. Wheat, maize, oats, and indeed all kinds of grain 
flourish. In the sub-tropical districts sugar-cane, coffee, and other 
tropical plants thrive. In mineral wealth New South Wales is 
rich. Gold was discovered in 185 1. Platinum, silver, copper, 
and antimony are also found. The mines of Broken Hill are 
among the richest in the world. From these mines ;^6o,ooo,ooo 
worth of silver, silver-lead, and zinc has been obtained. The 
annual value of the mineral production of this State is over 
_;^i 1,200,000, coal representing _;^3,66o,ooo, and silver, silver- 
lead, and ore ^^3,480,000. There are over 5100 manufactories, 
employing 115,000 workers. Sydney, the capital of the State, has 
a population of 629,000. The harbour, almost completely land- 
locked, is superbly picturesque, and affords great commercial 
facilities. It has deep water right up to the shore. At Circular 
Quay the largest ocean liners berth alongside the main streets. 
The architecture of Sydney is impressive, and the city presents all 
the leading features of a prosperous English. town. The Govern- 
ment House stands close to the site of the original British Settle- 
ment of 1788. 

Victoria, originally part of New South Wales, was created a 
separate colony in 185 1. The total area of the State is 56,246,000 
acres, of which 37,314,000 are occupied. Melbourne, the capital. 



has a population of 588,000. The area of the city and suburbs 
is 255 square miles; there are 191 miles of roads and streets in 
the city proper, lighted by electricity and gas. Collins Street, the 
principal business thoroughfare of Melbourne, is one of the finest 
streets in the Southern Hemisphere. Government House, the 
Town Hall, the Law Courts, the Custom House, etc., are among 
the finest buildings in the city. It is a large, well-built, and 
rapidly increasing city on the banks of the Yarra-Yarra river. 
Bendigo is another large city in a famous gold-mining district. 
The manufactories of Victoria number about 5260, employing 
116,000 hands. Wool (nearly ;^7,ooo,ooo in value), gold, wheat 
and flour, butter, and hides and skins, are the principal exports. 
The leading imports from oversea are cotton and woollen goods, 
metals and manufactures of metal, iron and steel, machinery and 
implements, and apparel. 

Queensland produces fruit of every kind. On the sea-board 
banana growing is a lucrative industry. Pineapples, grown in the 
open, are of unrivalled flavour. In the tropical portions of the 
Northern Territory there are large areas suitable for cocoanut 
growing. The many sugar-mills are a notable industrial feature 
having private railways and tramways of a total length of nearly 
600 miles. The cane-fields cover an area of 140,000 acres. 
Brisbane, the capital, has a population of 143,000. There are 
eighty-five miles of roads and streets within the city. 

South Australia has twelve seaports at which produce is 
shipped to, and received from, oversea markets. In 1913, about 
2,050,000 acres in South Australia were under wheat cultivation, 
and the yield that year was 21,496,000 bushels. Fruits of every 
kind grow to perfection, and fruit-drying is a prosperous industry. 
Adelaide, the capital, founded in 1837, has a population of 
190,000, and the hills surrounding the city are covered with 
prolific orchards and vineyards. 

Western Australia. — Chief exports of this State are gold 
and specie, wool, timber, shell, pearls, hides and skins, wheat and 
flour. Leading imports are clothing, provisions, tea, sugar, 
machinery and iron wares. All the principal minerals abound in 
Western Australia. In 191 3 the gold production was valued at 
^^5,581,699. Kalgoorlie, the official centre of the East Cool- 
gardie goldfield, one of the most productive fields in Australia, is 
632 miles in area. Karri and Jarrah — Western Australia's hard- 
wood timbers — are of great value, the timber from this district 
having come into very extensive use. The capital of the State is 
Perth, which has a population of 56,000. 
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Tasmania.— Hobart, the capital, was founded in 1804. 
Vessels of the heaviest tonnage can berth at the foot of the 
principal streets of the city. The population of Hobart is 42,000, 
and there are thirty-eight miles of roads and streets. The annual 
value of the fruit crops of Tasmania averages ,^^500, 000. Very 
beautiful woods for cabinet work are abundant ; and Tasmanian 
timber ("Blue Gum Piles") was employed in the construction of 
the Admiralty Pier at Dover. 

Sydney, the capital of the State of New South Wales, has 
. the double distinction of being the oldest city in Australia and

Captain Cook, that intrepid seaman and indefatigable explorer, 
had in 1770, proclaimed British sovereignty over an area com- 
prising the eastern parts of the present States of New South Wales 
and Queensland; .but it was not until January 26, 1788, that 
formal possession, on behalf of the British Crown, was taken of 
the whole of the eastern part of the Australian Continent and 
Tasmania. On that date. Captain Phillip's commission, first 
issued to him on October 12, 1786, and amplified on April 2.

the largest of all British colonial cities, its population at the 
present time exceeding 629,000. Here, a century and a quarter 
ago, the curtain rose upon what, from the Imperial point of view, 
must be regarded as the drama proper of Australian history. 
Tradition, of course, supplies its customary prologue, carrying the 
mind back to a period long anterior even to the Christian era, 
when rumours spread to the European world of the existence of 
a land referred to by early writers as Terra Australis. Further- 
more, it is well known that in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
more definite ideas regarding this Austral land took shape among 
Western mariners and geographers, to be subsequently confirmed, 
modified, and amplified by the discoveries of Spanish, Portuguese, 
Dutch, and English navigators. But all this seems to us nowadays 
10 have been the merest preliminary to the real action of the 



1787, was read to the people whom he had br9ught with him to 
the new land. He was empowered to make ordinances for the 
good government of the settlement, and in those early days 
his authority as Governor was almost absolute. Constitutional 
developments soon ensued. Tasmania (officially styled Van 
Diemen's Land until 1853) became a separate colony in 1825, 
followed by Western Australia in 1829, South Australia in 1834, 
Victoria in 1851, and Queensland in 1859. In these several 
colonies, embracing collectively, together with New South Wales, 
the whole area of the vast Island Continent, the institutions of 
representative self-government were built up; but despite this 
individualistic evolution, and the erection of the settlements into 
autonomous units, the Federal Movement became and continued 
a factor in Australian politics, until, on July 9, 1900, it reached 
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its consummation when the Act, 63 & 64 Vic. chap. 12, which 
brought into being the present Commonwealth of Australia, 
received the Royal assent. 

In all these developments Sydney, as the seat of Government 
of the mother colony, naturally had an important share • and 
while participating in the work incidental to the advancement of 
general interests, its people evinced in the conduct of their local 
affairs that spirit of progress which has made their city one of the 
finest in the British Dominions Beyond the Seas. 

The infant settlement of Sydney was planted upon a site, the 
choice of which, it is said, was determined by the presence of 
a stream of water flowing into what is known as Sydney Cove, 



Sydney has attained a remarkably high place in the list of Empire 
ports with respect to shipping entered and cleared. For the year 
19 ro, the total tonnage (oversea and coastwise) which entered 
this port was 7,137,308 j and a comparison of this figure with 
those relating to British home ports shows that the shipping 
business of Sydney is exceeded by that of only four ports in the 
United Kingdom, viz., London, Liverpool, the Tyne District, 
and Cardiff. Wonderful, indeed, has been the progress here 
since the closing years of the eighteenth century, when 4000 or 
5000 tons represented the annual entry of shipping at Port Jackson. 
And there is promise of still more wonderful progress to come, 
for Sydney's shipping is increasing continually. The port has 
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one of the almost innumerable bays which diversify the shore-line 
of Port Jackson. Few of the world's seaports have a finer situa- 
tion; none, perhaps, can boast a more truly superb harbour. 
Magnificent beyond description is the aspect of the noble land- 
locked expanse of water, extending twenty miles inland from its 
narrow portal at the " Heads," and ramifying in all directions. 
A panorama of rare scenic beauty greets the eye of the traveller 
entering and proceeding up the Port, the bold shores of which, 
clothed with luxuriant vegetation, are backed by surrounding 
hills, which rise to heights of from 200 to 250 feet. Commercially, 
the harbour (which has strong fortifications) possesses advantages 
immediately manifest. It admits to a safe and secure haven the 
largest ocean-going vessels, and its commodiousness is such that 



been not inaptly styled " the front door of Australia," and many 
who see it for the first time think instinctively of the commercial 
greatness of London or New York, and predict for it a like 
destiny. 

From the nucleus laid down by Governor Phillip's first settle- 
ment in 1788 — to which the name Sydney was given in honour of 
Thomas Townshend, first Viscount Sydney, who was then Colonial 
Secretary — there has grown up a great and stately city, with all 
the institutions of a well-organised modern social, municipal 
and political centre highly developed. The principal streets of 
Sydney will compare favourably with those of most European 
towns and cities, and its public buildings and chief houses of busi- 
ness are characterised b,y architectural dignity and solidity of 
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structure. Our illustrations show the typical thoroughfare of 
Bridge Street and the splendid Town Hall, the latter containing 
what is still, we believe, the largest organ in the world. Very 
notable also is the noble edifice of Sydney University, finely 
situated upon an eminence. This important seat of learning was 
incorporated in 1850, and received a Royal Charter in 1858. 
Originally, there were only three professors. At the present 
time there are sixteen, with five assistant professors, and eighty-one 
lecturers and demonstrators, besides about fifty assistants in the 
laboratories, and three curators of museums. In the Australian 
Museum Sydney possesses the oldest institution of its kind in the 
Commonwealth. Founded in 1836, it is housed in a building 
erected at a cost of _^s 9,000. The general collection comprised 
in the museum is a fine one, and there is, in addition, a par- 
ticularly valuable and complete set of specimens of Australian 
fauna. Attached to the museum is a library of nearly 16,000 



service to the public. It originated in 1879 with the steam tram- 
way from Bridge Street to Hay Street, vtd Hunter Street, and a 
considerable number of new routes were opened up during the 
next few years. The electric system was introduced in the city 
itself in 1899, having previously been in operation for some years 
in North Sydney j and now the whole of the steam tramways in 
Sydney and suburbs, with the exception of three or four, lines, 
have been converted to electric traction. Of its Harbour Ferries, 
too, Sydney has good reason to be proud. The services are well 
managed, and the boats constructed for the purpose during recent 
years are claimed to be superior in size and equipment to those 
employed in similar service in any other part of the world. The 
official returns for 1910 show that five companies had an aggregate 
of 62 boats in commission, and that the total number of passengers 
carried during the year was 26,028,347, an average of over 71,300 
per day. There are ferry lines for vehicular as well as passenger 
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volumes. Sydney also has a well-equipped Public Library, with 
over 200,000 volumes in its reference branch, besides the Mitchell 
Library, which contains 60,000 volumes and pamphlets, principally 
relating to Australia. The Art Gallery of New South Wales is 
another notable local institution, dating from 187 1, and contain- 
ing a splendid collection of paintings, drawings, statuary, bronzes, 
&c., valued at _;^i36,ooo. 

Sydney has an ample and excellent water supply, furnished by 
what is known as the " Upper Nepean Scheme,'' under the manage- 
ment of the Metropolitan Board of Water Supply and Sewerage. 
The completion of the Cataract Dam in 1908 — a work of great 
magnitude and importance — largely increased the reservoir 
capacity. 

Facilities of transit in Sydney have been brought to a state of 
efficiency commensurate with the needs of so large a centre of 
population, and the tramway system is extensive and of great 



traffic, thus providing means of rapid transit between the city and 
the northern suburbs. 

The business aspect of Sydney emphasizes the city's metropo- 
litan character. All the trades of a great port and distributing 
centre are represented. Commerce predominates, rather than 
manufacture ; but there are numerous establishments engaged in 
various branches of industry, and increasing activity marks their 
operations. 

Melbourne, the southern metropolis and the capital of the 
State of Victoria, offers a striking example of that rapid develop- 
ment which has so often found its impulse in the genius of the 
British race for the upbuilding of commercial interests and civic 
institutions. Three-quarters of a century ago it contained thirteen 
buildiugs ; to-day, with its population of more than half a million, 
its miles upon miles of broad and busy streets, its imposing 
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architectural features, and its all-pervading activity and progressive 
energy, it is one of the greatest of the Empire centres over sea. 

It may be well to trace briefly the events which led up 
to the founding of a city that is so eminently typical of the 
modern age of colonial advancement. The State of Victoria, so 
named after the great Queen in whose reign it first became a 
separate colony having its own responsible government, formed 
in its early days what was known as the Port Phillip District of 
New South Wales. Its first permanent settlement is stated to have 
been accomplished in November, 1834, at Portland Bay, by Mr. 
Edward Henty from Van Dieman's Land — as Tasmania was then 
called — who landed with stock and boats in order to form a 



history of Australian expansion was opened. Meanwhile it was 
considered that Portland Bay, the site of the first permanent 
settlement of white men on this coast, was not well suited for the 
establishment of a chief town, and the choice was made of a 
position at the head of Port Phillip Bay, where the city of Mel- 
bourne now stands. That site was fixed upon by the officer who 
was sent from Sydney in 1836 to take administrative charge of 
the district (still, of course, a part of New South Wales); and 
then it was that regular government was first instituted in Victoria. 
In 1837, the then Governor of New South Wales, Sir Richard 
Bourke, visited the new territory, and, concurring as to the chosen 
situation for the capital, he named the infant city Melbourne, in 
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whaling establishment. During the next year others followed him 
from the same place, and also from Sydney, bringing stock with 
them, and penetrating into the interior. About the same time, 
Sir Thomas Mitchell, coming from New South Wales, traversed a 
considerable portion of the district, and, from the reports he 
furnished regarding it, was evidently much impressed by its 
wonderful capabilities. Ere long there was quite a rush for the 
new region, news of the success of the first settlers having got 
about and caused considerable excitement, not only in Australia, 
but in the United Kingdom. From all quarters, and especially 
from the neighbouring island of Tasmania, a flood of emigrants 
with cattle, baggage, and all the paraphernalia of colonisation, 
poured into the Port Phillip district, and a fresh chapter in the 



honour of Viscount Melbourne, who was at the time Prime 
Minister of England. Previously, the place had borne the native 
name of Doutta-Galla, or Dootigala, from the neighbouring tribe 
of aborigines. Four years later there were 11,000 people in the 
settlement, and in 1851 Melbourne is computed to have had a 
population approaching 25,000. Then came the gold discoveries, 
and immediately the figures began to mount with astounding 
rapidity. By 1861 the inhabitants of the city numbered 190,000; 
another ten years (the first excitement of the " gold rush " being 
now over) added 16,000, with the suburbs. Between 187 1 and 
1 88 1 there was a marked increase to 282,000, and during the next 
decade a still more remarkable expansion, the figures for 1891 
giving the entire population of Melbourne as 490,000. That a 
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satisfactory rate of increase has been maintained since then is 
evidenced in an estimated population of 588,967 as at December 
31st, 191 1. It is interesting to observe that the growth of 
Melbourne, as regards the number of its people, illustrates a 
very characteristic feature of the distribution of population in 
Australia, viz. the tendency to accumulate in the capital cities. 
This tendency seems to be more marked in the Commonwealth 
than in almost any other country. Indeed, the official statisticians 
pronounce it phenomenal. The population of the capital of every 
Australian State far outnumbers that of any other town in such 
State, and ranges between 20 and 46 per cent, of the entire 
population of the State. With the exception of Adelaide (South 
Australia), Melbourne shows the highest ratio in this respect, 44*82 



of cargoes there. The Commissioners forming the Harbour 
Trust adopted, in 1879, the report of Sir John Coode, an EngUsh 
engineer, recommending the cutting of a new channel through the 
flats to the south of Fishermen's Bend, the construction of a dock, 
and the widening and deepening of the channel in the river 
which bisects Melbourne. These works have since been carried 
out. The Coode Canal (as the channel across the flats is called) 
was' completed in 1S86, at a cost of ^96,000. Its length is 
2602 yards, and it reduces the distance from Queen's Bridge 
to the river entrance by a mile and a quarter {i.e. from seven 
to five and three-quarter miles), besides greatly facilitating 
navigation. The dock recommended by Sir John Coode was 
opened in 1892, and named the Victoria Dock. It is situated 
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per cent, of the population, of Victoria being concentrated in the 
metropolis. , 

The gate of Melbourne is Port Phillip, discovered in 1802 by 
Murray, and named after Captain Phillip, the first governor of 
New South Wales. This spacious inlet of the sea, almost com- 
pletely land-locked, has an area of about 800 square miles, and is 
entered at "The Heads" through a narrow passage strongly 
fortified. On the shores of the bay are the thriving ports of 
Williamstown and Port Melbourne. At its northern extremity, 
where the River Yarra flows into a bend known as Hobson's Bay, 
is Melbourne. The value of such a maritime approach to the 
city is unquestionable, but its full realisation has involved a large 
amount of work on the part of the Melbourne Harbour Trust, 
which was constituted in 1876, to effect improvements in the 
port and harbour, and in the conditions attending the discharging 



four miles up the river, and has an area of 96 acres, with a 
depth of 26 feet at low water. The entrance is 160 feet wide, 
and there are 8800 feet of wharfage, and 12,000 feet (in length) 
of sheds, the latter covering an area of over 560,000 square 
feet. Including wharves, sheds, and approaches, the total cost 
of this fine dock was ^^4 16, 038, As to the river, the channel 
was widened from Queen's Bridge to the bay to about 300 feet, 
and the depth increased until it now gives 26 feet at low water. 
Wharves extending to three and a half miles have been con- 
structed on the river at Melbourne. In the bay itself very 
important works have also been carried out, to the advantage of 
the trade of the port, and the convenience of all engaged therein. 
Prior to 1889, all the mail steamers and vessels of heavy draught 
had to lie at anchor in the bay, and there discharge into lighters. 
The Harbour Trust Commissioners, seeing the desirability of 
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making the railway piers at Williamstown accessible to such 
vessels, undertook that as one of their first works, and spent 
upwards of ^^250,000 upon it. A further sum of ;^2i8,ooo was 
well laid out in constructing a channel 8000 feet long and 600 
feet wide, in a southerly direction from Port Melbourne. This 
channel was cut in 1893, and has a navigable depth of 28 feet. 
Altogether, the total quantity of material raised by the dredging 
and excavation done in the improvement of the river and bay 
amounts at the present time to upwards of 40,000,000 cubic 
yards, and the amount of material now raised annually in dredg- 
ing operations is about 1,200,000 cubic yards. The Melbourne 
Harbour Trust Act of 1876, as amended in 1883, fixed the 
number of Commissioners at seventeen — five nominated by the 
Governor-in-Council, three elected by merchants and three by 



and also for the attention that has been paid to structural dignity 
in many of the buildings that adorn them. Collins Street may 
rank with the finest examples of street architecture in the British 
Dominions, its lofty and handsome blocks of bank and office 
premises, mercantile warehouses, hotels, etc., presenting an im- 
pressive coup d'xil. The business establishments of Bourke 
Street, where there are many fine shops, are likewise note- 
worthy. 

Public buildings, worthy of the city's rank and status, and 
institutions in keeping with its reputation as a centre of " light 
and leading," are sufficiently numerous and important to claim a 
great deal more space than we are able to devote to them here. 
One of our illustrations gives a good idea of the appearance of 
the Parliament House. This magnificent pile, the construction 
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shipowners, two elected by the City Council, and one each, by the 
ratepayers of South Melbourne, Port Melbourne, Williamstown, 
and Footscray. The figures relating to the shipping activities of 
Melbourne sufficiently demonstrate the importance of the port, 
and, consequently, the necessity of the works that have been 
undertaken for the betterment of its facilities. During the year 
1 9 10 the total shipping tonnage — oversea and coastwise — which 
entered this busy port was 5,3i4.455 tons. Statistics for the 
British home ports during the same year show that only seven of 
these surpassed Melbourne in shipping tonnage entered, viz. 
London, Liverpool, the Tyneside, Cardiff, Southampton, Glasgow, 

and Hull. 

Melbourne's street plan is of the modern rectangular order, 
and the principal thoroughfares are remarkable for their breadth. 



of which was commenced in 1855 and continued thereafter during 
a period of many years, cost nearly _;^i, 000,000. Another view 
shows the Town Hall, a very stately edifice in the classic style, 
wherein is an assembly room of large dimensions, and a huge 
organ. The Exhibition Buildings, the General Post Office, the 
Custom House (of plain aspect, but substantial and commodious), 
and the Law Courts, crowned with a fine peristylar dome, and 
themselves crowning the city's western eminence, are amongst 
the other public buildings which do credit to Melbourne. The 
Melbourne branch of the Royal Mint (opened on June 12, 1872) 
is near the Law Courts. This is one of the three branches of 
the Royal Mint in Australia. The first branch was established 
at Sydney, in 1855, following upon the discovery of gold in 
Australia; the other at Perth, in 1899. Of the church edifices

of Melbourne, the most prominent are the Anglican Cathedral, 
dedicated to St. Paul, the Roman Catholic Cathedral (St. Patrick's), 
and the much admired Scots Church, in Collins Street, with its 
lofty and elegant spire. 

Melbourne University is an institution of educational import- 
ance, dating from 1853, when it was established by Act of Parlia- 
ment. The foundation stone of the main building was laid on 
July 3, 1854, and the formal inauguration took place on April 13, 
1855. Royal Letters Patent, issued in 1859, declare the degrees 
of this University (like those of the University of Sydney) to be 
of equal status with the degrees of any other University in the 
British Empire. Women students attended lectures for the first 
time in 1 88 1. Several colleges are affiliated with the University, 
which began in 1855 with Schools of Arts and Laws, and now has 
a professorial staff of sixteen, with forty-six lecturers and demon- 
strators, and thirteen honorary demonstrators. The well-organised 
Conservatorium of Music, with its numerous staff, bears witness 
to the high regard for the musical art that is entertained in 
Melbourne. 

Three other institutions of the Victorian Capital — the Public 
Library, the National Museum, and the National Gallery — 




requirements will be understood when it is said that the tram 
mileage of the principal undertaking (the cable system), for the 
year ended June 30, 1911, was 10,636,440, and the number of 
passengers carried was 76,925.825- Melbourne's water supply 
and sewerage systems are under the control of the Melbourne 
and Metropolitan Board of Works, a body constituted by an Act 
passed at the end of 1890. The total cost of construction and 
maintenance of water supply and sewerage since 1853 has 
been over ^10,775.000. From 1835 to 1857 the inhabitants of 
Melbourne depended for their water-supply entirely upon rain- 
water caught in tanks, or upon water-carts filled from the River 
Yarra above the falls. In the latter year the first water from the 
Yan Yean system was turned on. Great developments have since 
been effected, and there are now other systems in addition to the 
Yan Yean (the main source), which give the city and suburbs an 
ample and excellent water-supply. 

Notable events in the modern annals of Melbourne have been 
the Inter-Colonial Exhibition of 1866, the International Exhibi- 
tion of 1880, and the Centenary Exhibition of 1888, the last- 
named celebrating the foundation of the colony of New South 
Wales. At Melbourne, on May 9, 1901, His Majesty King 
George V. (then Duke of Cornwall and York) opened the first 
Federal Parliament of the Commonwealth of Australia. 

Besides its large general commercial and shipping interests, 
Melbourne has numerous industrial establishments, including 
foundries, flour-mills, boot and clothing factories, etc. By these 
undertakings a very considerable output is maintained, and they 
are conducted with the alertness and enterprise that are charac- 
teristic of all the city's business activities. 

Adelaide is the capital of that vast State of the Common- 
wfealth which, by a somewhat strange freak of nomenclature, is 
called South Australia, though it is really not the most southerly 
part of the island continent ; while its territory, moreover, extends 
right across the centre of Australia, from north to south. The 
first settlement in South Australia was established in 1836, by 
British colonists, on the site of the present Port Adelaide, which

deserve notice. All three are housed together in a building, the 
total cost of construction of which was _;^229,ooo. The Public 
Library contains about 215,000 volumes, and in point of equip- 
ment and general organisation will compare very favourably with 
similar institutions in other parts of the world. The National 
Museum is devoted to Natural History, Geology and Ethnology, 
and there is an Industrial and Technological Museum (opened in 
1870), with upwards of 55,000 specimens. Incidentally, it may 
be remarked that botanists will find in the Melbourne Botanic 
Gardens a very fine and most interesting Museum of Botany and 
Plant Products. In the National Gallery the collection of works 
of art embraces over 500 oil paintings, 3,500 pieces of statuary, 
bronzes and ceramics, and nearly 14,000 water-colour drawings, 
engravings, and photographs. 

Melbourne has an extensive tramway system, or rather, 
several tramway systems, carried on under various controls, and 
including cable and electric services. That they meet important 
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is the haven of the city of Adelaide, and is distant from the latter 
about seven miles by rail. This position (on an estuary of the 
Gulf of St. Vincent) is an excellent one commercially, and the 
oversea shipping which entered the safe and commodious harbour 
of Port Adelaide in 19 10 aggregated 2,866,953 tons. The early 
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settlers were, however, attracted by the River Torrens, and moved 
the main settlement to its banks, whereon the fine modern city of 
Adelaide now stands. The river divides it into North Adelaide 
and South Adelaide, the latter being the business quarter of the 
city, while the former is largely residential. Well laid out, with

broad streets, many of which are planted with shade trees, Adelaide 
presents the appearance of a thriving and progressive community. 
It possesses a number of handsome public buildings, the Parlia- 
ment House being especially noteworthy ; and among its institu- 
tions are the Museum, the Art Gallery, and the well-organised 
Public Library. The Botanic Gardens and Park cover a large 
area, and are a very attractive local feature. Adelaide is the seat 
of a University (founded in 1874), and of an Anglican and a 
Roman Catholic bishopric. A great and increasing commercial 
importance characterises this city, which, with its busy port, is 
the emporium for the State of South Australia, as well as the 
seat of Government. There is a large trade in wool, cereals, 
flour, wine, and copper, and the manufactures of iron, woollen, 
leather, and earthenware goods are considerable. Adelaide is 
named after the queen of William IV., in whose reign the original 
settlement was planted. The population of the city in 187 1 was 
27,208; in 1891 (including the suburbs), 133,252. At the present 
time the inhabitants of the city and suburbs number upwards of 
190,000. 

Brisbane originated in the year 1823, and derives its name 
from the then Governor of New South Wales, Sir Thomas 
Brisbane. This large and important city, the capital of the State 
of Queensland, consists in reality of two cities — Brisbane and 
South Brisbane, the former having attained civic rank in 1859, and 
the latter in 1888. The situation is a fine one, on the Brisbane 
River, about twenty-five miles from its embouchure at Moreton 
Bay. Local progress during the past seventy years has brought 
into existence many important industrial and mercantile interests, 
and the general advance has been especially marked since the 
erection of Queensland (formerly the Moreton Bay District of 
New South Wales) into a separate colony in 1859. Trade has 
been greatly promoted by the deepening of the river channel, to 
allow the passage of large vessels up to Brisbane, and the port 
stands fourth on the Australian list with respect to tonnage of 
shipping entered — over 2,300,000 tons in 1910. The railway com- 
munications are good, linking the city with Sydney, Melbourne, 



and Adelaide, and there is also regular steam communication by 
sea with other Australian ports. Exports of some of the chief 
products of the Commonwealth (gold, wool, tallow, hides, etc.) 
figure prominently in the large trade of Brisbane. Among the 
chief structural features of the city are the Houses of the State 
Parliament, a handsome pile, and the Cathedral, which was 
consecrated in 1910. The Museum dates from 1871, but is now 
housed in a building opened in January, 1901. There is a Public 
Library with upwards of 35,000 volumes. At Brisbane is the 
University of Queensland, established by an Act passed in 1909, 
and opened in March, 191 1. The city obtains its water-supply 
from the upper reaches of the Brisbane River, and from two 
storage reservoirs, the Enoggera and the Gold Creek reservoirs. 
Brisbane has eighty-five miles and South Brisbane nearly seventy 
miles of streets and roads, and in the two cities there are about 
300 acres of public parks. The total population, including that 
of the suburbs, is 143,077. 

Perth has had a remarkably rapid rise from the condition of 
a comparatively small town to that of a populous and important 
city of metropolitan rank. Its progress has been commensurate 
and concurrent with the industrial and general advance of the 
great State of Western Australia, of which it is the capital. 
British activities in this part of the island continent had their 
actual beginning in December, 1826, when Major Lockyer, witli 
a detachment of soldiers, landed at King George's Sound (dis- 
covered and named by George Vancouver in 1791), in order to 
form a settlement there. It had been rumoured that the French 
contemplated occupying this harbour, and Major Lockyer's 
expedition was carried out under instructions from Sir Ralph 
Darling, then Governor of New South Wales, for the purpose of 
forestalling any such move. Early in 1827 the Swan River 
districts were examined and reported upon with a view to settle- 
ment, and in 1829, Captain Fremantle, landing at the mouth of 
the Swan River, where the port of Fremantle now stands, took 
formal possession of the country. A month later. Captain Stirling 
brought the first settlers ; and during 1829-30 numerous othei 
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emigrant ships arrived, colonists being attracted by the liberal 
grants of land offered by the Government. Perth was founded 
in 1829, but its growth for a long time was slow. Indeed, the 
progress of the whole colony (originally known as the Swan River 
Settlement) was very gradual, not to say tardy, during the first 
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half-century of its history. Western Australia seemed to be the 
Cinderella of the Australian family ; but Nature had a big surprise 
in store. In the " eighties " of last century, notable discoveries 
of gold were made in various parts of the colony. These were 
followed by still richer finds, and long ere the nineteenth century 
ended. Western Australia was a name of fame in the mining 
world. Its goldfields are by far the most productive in the 
^Commonwealth at the present time, and, since the early opera- 
tions of 1886, have yielded the precious metal to an aggregate 
value of more than _^i 00,000,000. Perth, the capital of this 
rich and now actively progressive State, is picturesquely situated 
on the north bank of the Swan River, about twelve miles above 
Fremantle, its port. It was proclaimed a city in 187 1, at which 
date its population was about 5000. To-day its inhabitants 
number 56,204, including those resident in the suburbs. Perth 
has a public library with 85,000 volumes ; a museum with 47,000 
specimens ; and an art gallery with a good collection of paintings, 
engravings, statuary, etc. The city is the seat of the University of 
. Western Australia, established in 191 1. The port of Fremantle 
has a safe and commodious harbour, which the European mail 
boats can enter and leave in all weather and at all tides. The 
shipping entered here in 1910 totalled 1,980,138. 

HoBART dates its history from the dawn of colonisation in 
Tasmania, for at Risdon Cove, near here, in 1803, the British 
colours were hoisted, and formal possession was taken in the name 
of King George III. of what was for half a century afterwards 
called Van Diemen's Land. The original settlement was made 
by Lieut. Bowen, and a year later (1804) the foundation of the 
present city of Hobart was laid by Colonel Collins, the first 
Lieutenant-Governor of the new colony. An excellent site was 
chosen, twelve miles up the estuary of the Derwent, and here, on 
the west bank of the river, and at the base of Mount Wellington, 
Hobart is picturesquely placed upon several hills, with the 
material advantage of a fine natural harbour, capable of accommo- 
dating ships of the largest size. The shipping entering this port 
in 1910 reached a total of 809,846 tons Hobart is a busy and 
flourishing city, with a population (including the suburbs) of over 
42,000. The capital of Tasmania, and the seat of the State 
Government, it has handsome Parliament buildings, and other 
public edifices of note, together with an art gallery, opened in 
1887, a public library (16,000 volumes), and a museum containing 
a valuable botanical and mineral collection. Sir John Franklin, 
the great Arctic explorer, was at one time Governor of Tasmania 
(1836-1843), and is commemorated at Hobart by a statue. 

The Commonwealth of Australia affords a splendid example 
of a strong and resourceful young nation, founded by people of 
British blood, and built up by their practical enterprise and 
patriotic spirit. Here, and in New Zealand, we have the out- 
standing instances of great colonies that have been British from 
their first settlement. Precisely when the island continent of 



Australia was first discovered is not known. Reference has 
already been made to the vague rumours which, in very remote 
times, found their way into the ancient centres of civilisation, and 
set men speculating as to the existence of a Great South Land, 
the Terra Ausiralis of early writers. Long afterwards, Marco 
Polo the Venetian traveller (1256-1323), referred to a land which 
was called Java Major, and this name appears as Jave la Grande 
on the Dauphin Map of about 153 1. The Sieur de Gonneville, 
a French navigator, claimed to have discovered what we now call 
Australia as early as 1503, and a similar claim was advanced by 
the Portuguese Manoel Godinho de Eredia in 160 1. But nothing 
definite came of all this. Following upon the great, discoveries of 
Columbus in the west, Spanish pioneering activity was carried 
east and south ; but the chief memento thereof, as far as Australia 
is concerned, is the name given to Torres Strait by Luis Vaes de 
Torres, who passed that way, en route to the Philippines, early in 
the seventeenth century. 

Meanwhile, the Dutch had entered the field, and many a stout 
ship they sent into Australian waters. Cornelius Wytfliet's map, 
published at Louvain in 1597, shows something of the eastern and 
western coasts, and also of the Gulf of Carpentaria, which after- 
wards received that name in compliment to Pieter Carpentier, 
governor of the Dutch East Indies. The country thus vaguely 
outlined was described as "the most southern of all lands," 
and as being supposedly of " so great an extent that, if it were 
thoroughly explored, it would be regarded as a fifth part of the 
world." During the ensuing half-century a succession of Dutch 
navigators coasted Australia at various points, and made such 
observations as were possible in the circumstances. Among 
them were Hartogs, Zeachen, Edels, Nuyts, and De Houtman. 
Cape Leeuwin, the south-western promontory, was named from 
one of their ships. Then came Abel Jansen Tasman, in 1642, 
discovering Tasmania. A second voyage undertaken by Tasman, 
in 1644, was unfruitful as regards results of importance, and with 
it the period of Dutch activity in Australian discovery may be said 
to have come to an end, though we hear of William Vlaming, a 
good many years later, entering the Swan River while searching 
for a missing Dutch vessel. 

For the British race it was reserved to develop Australia; 
and to William Dampier belongs the honour of having been the 
first English navigator to visit this southern continent. He came 
in 1688, and again 1699. It was not, however, until nearly three- 
quarters of a century after Dampier's second voyage that Captain 
Cook arrived at Botany Bay (April 29, 1770); and when, on 
August 23, 1770, he took possession of the whole eastern coast " in 
right of His Majesty King George III.," the history of Australia was 
at last " brought into political connection with western civilisation." 
The outcome is a nation ranking, proportionally to population 
with the richest in the world to-day — a nation possessing many 
sources of prosperity, and none more fertile than the energy and 
capability of its people.

On March 12, 1913, Lord Denman, the Governor-General, amid scenes of much enthusiasm, performed the ceremony of laying the 
Foundation Stone of the Federal Capital of the Commonwealth of Australia, and Lady Denman named the new city Canberra It is 
ordained by the Commonwealth of Australia Constitution Act that the seat of Government shall be in the State of New South Wales and 
be distant not less than one hundred miles from Sydney. Canberra is in Murray County, New South Wales, and is 20'? miles from 
Sydney, in a south-westerly direction, and about 60 miles inland from the sea. The site is a magnificent elevated plateau throueh 
which flows the river Molonglo, a tributary of the Murrumbidgee. The surroundings, of which the lofty peaks of the Australian 
Alps form a notable feature, are extremely picturesque ; and the ideal character of the plans upon which it is proposed to lav out 
and construct the capital encourages the expectation that there will grow up here in the near future one of the most beautiful cities 
in the world. 
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New Zealand was declared a British possession in January, 
1840 J madeaseparateColony inMay, 1841 ; granted self-govern- 
ment in 1852, and declared a Dominion in September, 1907. 
Including all the outlying islands, the Dominion contains an area 
of 104.750 square miles, or about six-sevenths of the area of the 
United Kingdom. The population in 1911 was 1,058,312 of 
whom 49,844 were Maoris. 

The principal industries of the Colony are wool-growing, meat- 
raising, gold-mining, dairying, grain-growing, timber-milling, herrip- 
working, and kauri gum-digging. The total estimated private 
wealth of the Colony approaches ;^30o,ooo,ooo. 

Though New Zealand extends over nearly fourteen degrees of 
latitude, the range of temperature is comparatively trifling. 

The climate presents no great extremes of heat or cold. The 
mean annual temperature of the North Island is about 56 degrees 
Fahr., and that of the South Island is about 52 degrees. 

The many excellent hot mineral water spas are among the 
Colony's most valuable natural endowments. The waters at 
Rotura, Te Aroha, Taupo, and Hanmer, and the spas at those 
places, are the resort of travellers and invalids from all parts of 
the world. 

Wellington, the capital of the Colony, is New Zealand's busiest 
seaport. It is situated on a splendid harbour off Cook Strait and 
has a population of 72,000. Auckland, where the San Francisco 
mail-steamers call every three weeks, has a population of 109,000. 
Christchurch, the metropolis of the Canterbury provincial district, 
has a population of 83,000 and is situated on a plain a few miles 
inland from the port of Lyttelton. Dunedin (population 66,000) 
is the metropolis of Otago, and the gateway to the Southern Lakes 
and Fiordland districts. 

The annual total trade of New Zealand is valued at 
^£"42, 700,000. The trade with the United Kingdom is valued at 
over ^29,000,000 per annum, and the yearly imports from the 
-United Kingdom at ^^i 2,500,000. 

Like many others of the islands of the Pacific, New Zealand 
is of volcanic origin. It contains several mountain ranges of 
considerable altitude, particularly in the South Island, throughout 
the entire length of which runs an almost unbroken chain, 
culminating in Mount Cook, upwards of 12,000 feet high. The 
mountains of the North Island, which are principally found on the 
Eastern coast, are not so lofty, if we except a few volcanoes, 
mostly extinct, which attain an elevation of from 6,000 to 9,000 
feet. One of these, Mount Egmont, an isolated cone on the shores 
of Cook Strait, rears its snow-capped summit upwards of 8,000 
feet above the surrounding forest, and forms a most striking 
object for many miles inland, and on approaching it from the sea. 



Although New Zealand may thus be styled a mountainous 
country, it is not so in the same sense as Switzerland, since in both 
islands there is no lack of very extensive plains, possessing a fertile 
soil, and either well-grassed or capable of being made so, which 
are adapted either for cultivation or for pasturage. Many of the 
mountains of the North Island are covered with a dense growth of 
forest, but, as this does not extend to the lowlands, the settler is 
spared the loss of time and the hard labour which, in so many new 
countries, is entailed upon him from the necessity of clearing every 
yard of land before the ordinary processes of agriculture can be 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Anthony TroUope refers to the scenery of New Zealand 
thus : — " In New Zealand everything is English. The scenery, 
the colour, and general appearance of the waters and the shape of 
the hills are very like that with which we are familiar in the west 
of Ireland and the highlands of Scotland. The mountains are 
brown and sharp and serrated ; the rivers are bright and rapid, 
and the lakes are deep and blue and bosomed among the 
mountains. If a long-sleeping Briton could be set down among 
the Otago hills, and told on awaking that he was travelling in 
Galway or in the west of Scotland, he might be easily deceived, 
though he knew those countries well." 

The whole coast line, both in the North and the South 
Islands, abounds in good natural harbours, and the rivers and 
streams are almost innumerable. With the opportunities which are 
afforded from one end of the country to the other for carrying on 
an extensive maritime trade. New Zealand bids fair, in the not 
distant future, to be a great commercial centre in the southern 
seas. Oiher natural features, which, though not of so much 
importance in the eyes of the man of commerce, will yet be found, 
as population increases in Australia, to contribute to the prosperity 
of the country by the attraction which they will have for invalids 
and tourists, are the hot springs of the North Island, which 
already enjoy a high reputation for their medicinal virtues ; 
and the fiords or arms of the sea, on the south-west coast of 
the South Island, which often extend inland for a consider- 
able distance, amidst mountain scenery of much grandeur and 
beauty. 

New Zealand is never visited with droughts of long con- 
tinuance; indeed, the climate, like our own, is somewhat humid. 
Of its exceptional salubrity there can be no question. The death 
rate in New Zealand averages about 10 in every 1000 persons, as 
compared with about 15 per 1000 in the United Kingdom. The 
birth rate is about 27 per 1000, and the mean annual rate of 
increase of population by excess of births over deaths is almost 
the highest of any country for which statistics are available. 
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The Act passed by the Imperial Legislature in 1852, granting 
representative institutions to New Zealand, provided for the 
constitution of a General Assembly for the whole colony, such 
Assembly to consist of a Legislative Cougcil, the members of 
which were to be nominated by the Governor, and of an elective 
House of Representatives. The Governor is appointed by the 
King. The seat of government is at Wellington. Members of 
the Legislative Council hold their seats under writs of summons 
from the Governor. Till the year 1891 the appointments were 
for life ; but in September of that year an Act was passed making 
appointments after that time tenable for seven years only, though 
Councillors may be reappointed. Two Members of the Council 
are aboriginal native chiefs. The Members of the House of 
Representatives are elected for three years from the time of each 



of seven and fourteen to attend the State Schools, which are free 
and maintained at the highest possible stage of efi5ciency. This 
system of free and compulsory education has been in vogue for 
over thirty-five years. Supplementing the ordinary State Schools 
are high schools, colleges, and universities, all of which are State 
endowed. The Government spends over ;^8oo,ooo annually 
educating the children of New Zealand, not including the revenue 
from numerous educational endowments. 

New Zealand is first a pastoral, and secondly an agricultural 
country. The area of land under occupation amounts to 
38,204,349 acres, and in cultivation (including sown grasses 
and land broken up but not under crop) to 15,614,880 acres, 
of which land under artificial grasses comprises 87-25 per cent.; 
land under grain-crops, 475 per cent.; land under root and 
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general election. Four of the members are representatives of 
native constituencies. Every man registered as an elector, and 
not especially excepted by the Electoral Act now in force, is 
qualified to be elected a member of the House of Representatives 
for any electoral district. For European representation every 
adult person, if resident one year in the Dominion and three 
months in one electoral district, can be registered as an elector. 
In 1899 an amendment of the Representation Act was passed, 
which contained a provision prohibiting any elector from giving 
his vote in respect of more than one electorate at any election. 
" The Electoral Act, 1893," extended to women of both races 
the right to vote at the elections for Members of the House of 
Representatives. No person is entitled to be registered on more 
than one electoral roll within the Dominion. 

Education has long been the object of special attention in 
New Zealand. The State compels every child between the ages 



green crops, 7 35 per cent.; land in garden and orchard, 0-31 
per cent. ; and land in fallow, 0-34 per cent. 

New Zealand. is also a mining country. Large deposits of 
coal are met with chiefly on the west coast of the Middle Island. 
Gold (alluvial and in quartz) is found in both islands, the yield 
having been over ;^7S,ooo,ooo sterling in value to the present 
time. Nowhere, perhaps, can agriculture in its widest sense be 
carried on with greater certainty or better results. 

In the North Island all the best forage-plants and grasses 
thrive most admirably, continuing to grow throughout the year 
with little intermission. Stock of every sort thrive and fatten 
rapidly on the pastures, coming to maturity at an early age with- 
out the aid of roots or condimental foods. All cereals flourish 
equally well, more especially Indian corn, which produces from 
fifty to eighty bushels per acre. Wheat, oats, and barley thrive 
where the soil is not too rich. The tobacco-plant thrives well, 
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as do also hops and sorghum, broom corn, peanut, hemp, ramee, 
or rhea (China grass). In addition to these, all the British, 
Chinese, and Japanese fruits, with oranges, lemons, limes, olives, 
and vines (in the northern part), flourish abundantly, requiring 
but ordinary care. There are hundreds of thousands of acres 
yet unoccupied, a great portion of which is of good quality, and 
only waiting the hand of man to make it carry, with very little 
cost, large herds of dairy stock, with flocks of long- wool and 
cross-bred sheep. Splendid progress in every branch of its 
pastoral and agricultural industries is characteristic of New 
Zealand, and in these interests the Dominion will find in the 
future, as it has done in the past, sources of ever-increasing 
wealth and prosperity. 



enter and leave in all weather and at all states of the tide. Wel- 
lington heads the list of New Zealand ports for volume of sea- 
borne trade, its imports being valued at ;^4,625,7ir, and its 
exports at _;^4,5oo,ooo per annum. There is excellent berthing 
accommodation at the well-constructed wharves, of which our 
illustration affords a good idea ; and the Harbour Board has in 
operation a complete and elaborate system of hydraulic plant for 
loading and discharging cargo. Extensive storage sheds, a patent 
slip at Evans Bay, and foundries and sawmills capable of dealing 
with repair work, add materially to the available facilities for 
shipping, of which the total amount entering the port annually is 
about 2,800,000 tons. A number of noteworthy public edifices 
lend dignity to the structural aspect of Wellington. Being the 
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Wellington, the capital of the Dominion of New Zealand, 
occupies a very advantageous and picturesque situation on Lamb- 
ton Harbour, at the south-west angle of Port Nicholson, which 
latter is an inlet of Cook Strait, on the south coast of the North 
Island. Founded in 1840, and named after the « Iron Duke, 
the city began to make rapid progress after the removal thither of 
the seat of government in 1864. Its population at that time was 
under 10,000 ; to-day, including the residents in the suburbs, its 
inhabitants number 72.000. Much of the growth of Wellington 
is doubtless due to its favourable position in relation to trade and 
shipping, coupled with the energy its people have shown m turn- 
ing this natural advantage to good account. The splendid and 
spacious land-locked harbour has an area of some 20,000 acres. 
The approach thereto is unobstructed by any bar, and vessels can 



Dominion capital, the city contains the New Zealand Houses of 
Parliament, the Governor's residence, and the headquarters of the 
various Government Departments, these last being housed in what 
is said to be the largest wooden building in the southern hemi- 
sphere. Other public buildings which attract the attention of the 
visitor are the General Post Office, the Custom House, the Town 
Hall, and the School of Art ; while the Public Trust Building, 
the Government Life Insurance Offices, and the offices of the 
Harbour Board also call for particular mention. The parks, the 
extensive and well-laid-out Botanical Gardens, and several recrea- 
tion grounds contribute to the amenities of life in the New Zealand 
metropolis, which is lighted by gas and electricity, has an excellent 
water supply from the Wainui-o-Mata river and the Kaiwarrawarra, 
and possesses a good electric tramway system, extending to the 
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principal suburbs. There is marked activity in many branches of 
commerce and manufacture at Wellington, where the industries 
engaged in are varied and important, including iron and brass 
founding, saw-milling, soap and candle making, boot and shoe 
manufacture, meat freezing, coach building, and the production of 
aerated waters, bricks, tiles and pottery, matches, boxes, sashes 
and doors, rope, twine, etc. It has been well said of Wellington 
that its situation and the fine country to which it gives access, 
place it in the front rank of progressive New Zealand towns, and 
tend to ensure its continued increase in population, trade, and 
general prosperity. 

Auckland, the largest city in New Zealand, of which it was 
also the capital up to 1864, is finely situated on the south shore 
of Waitemata Harbour (a western arm of Haurakai Gulf), and on 
the north side of an isthmus some six miles wide, beyond which 
is the harbour of Manukau. Alike from the sea and from the 
neighbouring hills, the city and surrounding country present a 
charming picture. The chief centre of the province of the same 
name — a district endowed with a fertile soil, a fine climate, and 
great natural resources — Auckland has become a very busy and 
important seaport, with a large and increasing oversea trade, 
represented by annual imports and exports of the value of 
;^4,74i,ooo and _;£3,96o,ooo respectively. Waitemata Harbour 
is one of the finest havens in New Zealand. Broad and deep, it 
permits the largest vessels to reach the wharves of Auckland at 
any state of the tide. The port has excellent docks, and the 
shipping facilities already existing here are being enhanced by 
extensive harbour improvements which, when completed, will 
make the arrangements in this respect unsurpassed in the South 
Pacific. Auckland takes its name from George Eden Lord 
Auckland, who was Governor-General of India at the time (1840) 
of the city's foundation. In i88r its inhabitants numbered 
16,67s, increasing during the next ten years to 28,800, or with 
the suburbs, sr,28o. At the present time the population of the 
city and suburbs exceeds 109,000. Local progress is evidenced 
in many ways, and not least noticeably in the matter of structural 
improvements. Government House, the Government Offices, and 
the Post and Telegraph Offices are prominent public buildings. 
The ecclesiastical edifices include the Cathedral and several 
handsome churches. University College, an important educa- 
tional foundation, is affiliated to New Zealand University. Among 
the public institutions of the city are the Free Library and Art 
Gallery, and the Museum, the latter containing probably the best 
Maori collection in the Dominion. Auckland is well supplied 
with electricity, gas, and water. It is the centre whence radiate 
all railways, roads, and steamer routes ; and all lands to the north 
and along the Bay of Plenty are reached from its wharves by 
steamer. Its advantages of position have tended to make it the 
seat of various industrial enterprises, with the result that there is 
very considerable activity here in shipbuilding, sugar refining, 
timber converting, and the manufacture of sashes and doors, rope 
and twine, pottery, bricks, tiles, and varnish. 



Christchurch, the capital city of the important Canterbury 
district, in the South Island, is situated on the plains, and is 
connected with the outer world by Port Lyttelton, seven miles 
distant. The natural advantages of this port have been increased 
by reclamation and harbour works on a considerable scale, and 
a large amount of trade consequently passes through Lyttelton, 
where the exports are of an annual value of upwards of 
;^3,i54,ooo, and the imports amount to about ;^2, 718,000. 
Visitors to Christchurch are always impressed by its " English- 
looking" appearance. The city has a population (including 
the suburbs) of about 83,000, according to the census of 1912, 
and is the busy centre for a great agricultural and pastoral region. 
Many industries are locally carried on, some of the most prominent 
being carriage building, boot and shoe manufacture, iron and 
brass founding, brewing, tanning, the making of agricultural 
implements, wool-scouring, flour-milling, meat preserving and 
freezing, and the manufacture of clothing. 

DuNEDiN is the capital city and commercial centre of Otago, . 
and is situated in the south-east of the South Island, at the head 
of Otago harbour, and about eight miles from Port Chalmers, its 
seaport. By the dredging work carried out during the past ten 
years, Otago harbour, at this point, has been greatly deepened, 
and ocean liners are now berthed alongside the Dunedin wharves. 
There are imports to the amount of over _^2,46s,ooo per annuin, 
and exports of the annual value of _;^i, 500,000. The city has a 
population (with its suburbs) exceeding 66,000. Founded in 
1848, it was to have been called New Edinburgh, but the name 
Dunedin (the Celtic appellation of the Scottish capital) was 
adopted, it is said, on the suggestion of Dr. William Chambers. 
The advance of Dunedin has been especially marked during the 
past half-century, and of late years it has grown rapidly. Trade 
and industry are in a flourishing condition, and the developments 
resulting from local enterprise in this direction bid fair to be 
continuous. 

In concluding our necessarily brief sketch of New Zealand, 
we may draw attention to an aspect of the Dominion which 
merits more than transitory consideration, viz., its attractions for 
the tourist. New Zealand may seem a long way off, but modern 
travelling facilities have done a great deal to "annihilate 
distance," and it is a simple fact that a trip to this " Wonderland 
of the World," as it has been not undeservedly styled, can be 
undertaken by any person of moderate means with a little time 
available for holiday-making. For infinite variety and wondrous 
majesty, the scenic resources of New Zealand are really unrivalled. 

Hotel and travelling accommodation will be found equal to 
that in any country, and charges very moderate. On arrival the 
traveller can at once place himself in the hands of the local 
Government tourist agent and receive gratis full information as to 
the best means of making a tour to suit his particular require- 
ments. Whatever he may decide upon in this way, he will 
unquestionably retain ineffaceable memories of a land unique in 
the character and fascination of its natural attractions. 
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THE HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT, CAPE TOWN. 



The South Africa Act, 1909 (9 Edw. VII., cap. 9), which was 
passed by the Imperial Parliament on September 20, 1909, 
brought into being the Union of South Africa, uniting under one 
government the four provinces now designated, respectively, the 
Cape of Good Hope, Natal, the Transvaal, and the Orange Free 
State. These constitute the original provinces of the Union. 
Pretoria is the seat of government, and Cape Town the seat of 
the legislature. 

The Act of Union came into operation on May 31, 1910, 
and on the same date the Right Hon. Viscount Gladstone of 



Lanark was sworn in at Pretoria as the first Governor-General 
of the Union. The first Parliamentary Election under the South 
Africa Act took place on September 15, 1910; and on November 
4, 1910, H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, in the name and on 
behalf pf His Majesty the King, opened at Cape Town the first 
session of the Union Parliament. 

The total area of the territory comprised in the Union of South 
Africa is 473,189 square miles ; and the population, according to 
the census of 1911, is 5,958,499, an increase of 782,675, or I5'i2 
per cent., as compared with the figures for 1904. Of the total 
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population, Europeans number 1,278,025, showing an increase of 
over 14 per cent. The total import and export trade of the Union 
for 1913 was of the value of _;^ii2,546,095, imports amounting 
to _;^44,642,6o8, and exports to ^^67,903, 487. Imports from 
the United Kingdom reached _;^22,i4i,489 ; exports to the 
United Kingdom, ;^6i,887,i2i. Leading commodities imported 
included the following :— Textiles and apparel, ^^10,547, 279; 
articles of food and drink, ;^7,842,277 ; machinery, ^^3,282, 869 ; 
metal manufactures (except machinery), ^^2, 641,834; oilman's 
stores, ;!^i,43o,8i8; motor vehicles, ;^i, 332, 927 ; manufactured 
articles, including furniture, _;^i,325,034. Raw gold headed the 



in great variety, and the agricultural and stock-raising interests are 
extensive. Industrial establishments in the province number up- 
wards of 2,500, employing over 30,000 hands. They include flour 
mills, breweries, tobacco factories, tanneries, saw-mills, coach works, 
etc The chief commercial centres, are Cape Town, the legislative 
capital of the Union; Kimberley, famed for its diamond fields; 
and Port Elizabeth and East London, two busy eastern seaports. 

Cape Town is splendidly situated on Table Bay, and presents 
a most imposing picture, viewed either from the bay or from the 
neighbouring Table Mountain. A large, busy, and progressive 
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list of exports, with a value of ,^40, 47 6,600 ; diamonds ranking 
next, at ,^12,019,763. Wool exports represented ;^S,7i9,697; 
ostrich feathers, ;£'2, 953,587 ; hides and skins, ;^2,o3o,ooo. 

Cape of Good Hope. — This province occupies the extreme 
southern part of the Union and of the great African Continent, 
and is washed on the west by the Atlantic and on the south by 
the Southern Ocean. With an area of 276,995 square miles, it 
is nearly twice the size of the United Kingdom. Its population 
(191 1) is 2,563,024. The climate is one of the finest in the world, 
and " The Cape " has long enjoyed high repute as a health resort. 
Wool is an important export of this province ; and viticulture 
and Ostrich farming are successfully engaged in. Fruit is grown 



city, it has a rateable value of over ;^ii, 250,000, and its popu- 
lation in 1911 was 67,170 (29,933 white, 37,237 coloured), or, 
with its suburbs, 155,223 (8i,6oo white, 73,623 coloured). Many 
fine buildings adorn its principal streets, and among the public 
edifices a foremost place is taken by the noble classic pile of the 
Houses of Parliament, shown in one of our illustrations. All the 
features of a well-governed municipality are in evidence. The 
city has communication by rail with the whole of South Africa, 
and by sea with the outer world, the harbour and docks affording 
excellent accommodation for shipping. Cape Town is a Univer- 
sity city, a health and pleasure resort, and a thriving industrial, 
commercial, and pastoral centre, which must continue to play a 
leading part in the development of the Union. 
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Natal is the eastern province of the Union of South Africa, 
and lies between the province of Cape of Good Hope and the 
Indian Ocean, upon which it has a seaboard of 375 miles. The 
total area of the province is 44,000 square 'miles, including 
Zululand (annexed to Natal in 1897) and the Vryheid and 
Utrecht districts (added in 1903). Exceedingly picturesque in 
aspect. Natal justifies its name of the " Garden Colony " by its 
fertility and natural beauty. Remarkable variety is revealed in 
the agricultural products, which range from tea, coffee and sugar, 
to wheat, oats, mealies, and many European fruits, as well as 
most tropical and sub-tropical fruits. Iron, copper, and gold 
are among the minerals, and there is a considerable output of 
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and has a splendid harbour, into which the largest vessels can 
now enter by night or day, and land their passengers and cargo 
on the wharves. Durban dates from 1824, and became a 
municipality in 1853. It has grown very rapidly in the last 
fifteen or twenty years, and now has over 100 miles of streets 
and roads. Our illustration shows the fine Town Hall. 

The Transvaal occupies an area of 110,000 square miles 
in the South African highlands, and its population (1911) is 
1,676,611, an increase of 32 per cent, since the census of 1904. 
The climate is healthy, and in some parts particularly bracing. 
Besides its great mineral wealth, so notably evidenced in the 
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GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS, PRETORIA. 



coal, the quantity raised in 1912 having been upwards of 
2,760,000 tons. The population of the province in 191 1 was 
1,191,958. 

PiETERMARiTZBURG, the provincial capital of Natal, is about 
seventy miles from Durban, its port, with which it has had 
communication by rail since 1880. Founded in 1839, it was 
incorporated in 1854, and now has a population of over 30,000. 
Maritzburg, as it is usually called, is a handsome city, with 
notable public buildings, fine parks and gardens, electric light 
and tramways, and a pleasant climate, by reason of which it is 
much favoured as a place of residence. Durban is the largest 
city in Natal (population 67,800, including 31,800 Europeans), 



gold-mines of the Witwatersrand, which have been developed 
since 1886, the Transvaal is agriculturally rich also, and its pas- 
tures support a large amount of stock. Coal is extensively 
worked, the output being upwards of 5,000,000 tons per annum. 
General trade shows increasing activity. The gold-mines are the 
most productive in the world, their annual output being more 
than one-third of the world's gold production. 

Pretoria, the administrative capital of the Union of South 
Africa, and also the capital of the Transvaal province, is situated 
on the northern slopes of the high veld, forty-six miles from 
Johannesburg, and about one thousand miles from Cape Town. 
Picturesquely placed amid encircling hills, it is regularly laid out 
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upon a rectangular street plan, and the public edifices in the 
Church Square are very noteworthy, particularly the handsome 
government buildings, shown in our illustration. The city dates 
from 1855 and derives its name from Martinus Pretorius. Its 
growth in recent years has been marked, and its inhabitants now 
number over 40,000, the white population having increased from 
21,114 in 1904 to 29,660 in 1911. 

Johannesburg, the great centre of the Rand gold-mining 
industry, has afforded an instance of wonderful development during 
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Cape of Good Hope province on the west and south. The 
area of the province is 50,392 square miles, and the population 
(1911) is 526,906, an increase of over thirty-six per cent, smce 
1904. Of the white population (which numbered 17S.189 at fne 
census of 191 1), 94,488 were males, and 80,701 females. Fine 
grazing lands have made stock-raising the main branch of farmmg 
industry in Orange Free State, but the agricultural lands are 
excellent also, and grain growing is rapidly increasing. Coal 
and diamonds are mined, and there is a considerable output of 
salt. 
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the past quarter of a century, in which period its population has 
increased from under 3,000 to 120,000, counting Europeans only. 
It is a place of tremendous business activity, the metropolis in 
this sense of South Africa, and the seat, moreover, of many 
rapidly advancing commercial and productive -interests of a 
general character. Handsome bank buildings, churches, shops, 
club-houses and hotels are among the structural features of 
Johannesburg, a typical edifice being the Stock Exchange, shown 
in our illustration. 

Orange Free State. — This province lies between the Trans- 
vaal on the north. Natal and Basutoland on the east, and the 



Bloemfontein, the capital of the province of the Orange 
Free State, dates from about 1845, and has become a busy trade 
centre during the last twenty years, following the opening of 
railway communication. The city is well laid out, well governed, 
and enjoys the advantages of a healthy climate. Its population 
(European), according to the census of 1911, is 14,760. 

South Africa, as a whole, is making rapid progress. It has 
8>393 miles of railways open, an increase of 5,531 miles in 15 
years. Its trade is in a thriving condition; its resources are 
undoubtedly vast, and it offers to the manufacturer and industrialist 
many tempting inducements for the employment of capital and 
the display of enterprise. 



THE INDIAN EMPIRE. 



The ordinary conception of India, geographically, is that of a 
huge triangular peninsula, projecting southward from the main 
body of the Asiatic Continent, its base resting upon the Himalaya 
mountain ranges, and its sides washed by the waters of the Bay 
of Bengal, on the east and the Arabian Sea on the west. There 
is, however, another view of India, wherein it is presented as 
comprising not merely that great peninsula, but also "the vast 
entourage of mountainous plateaux across which, through all 
historic ages, its land approaches have been found." Thus, the 
India of to-day, physically, economically, and politically (as 
that valuable work, " The Imperial Gazetteer of India," points 
out), "is held to include those outlying territories over which 
Indian administration extends its control, even to the eastern and 
southern limits of Persia, Russia, Tibet, and China." From north 
to south the length of India equals its greatest breadth, roughly 
about 1 900 miles ; and the total superficial extent of the Indian 
Empire, according to the revised areas adopted in 1901, is given 
as 1,773,168 square miles. Of this area the provinces under 
British administration comprise 1,100,000 square miles, the re- 
mainder (about 675,000 square miles) representing the aggregate 
extent of the Native States. The total population, according to 
the census taken in March, 1911, is 315,000,000, an increase 
of 20,500,000 as compared with the figures for 1901. India, 
therefore, has an area greater than that of Europe, if Russia be 
excluded from the latter, and a population amounting to about 
one-fifth of the entire number of the world's inhabitants. A 
majority of the people (about two-thirds) depend upon agricul- 
ture for a livelihood ; but the growth of modern trades and 
industries has a tendency to increase both the number of towns 
and their population, and this tendency will have its effect upon 
the occupations of the people, for whose labour the expanding 
textile manufacturers in particular have made considerable 
openings. 

Nearly 150 distinct languages are spoken in the Indian Empire, 
those of principal importance, with the number (approximately) 
of people speaking them, being as follows : Bengali, 44,600,000 ; 
Western Hindi, 39,000,000 ; Bihari, 37,000,000 ; Eastern Hindi, 
21,000,000; Telugu, 20,600,000; Maralhi, 18,000,000; Pun- 
jabi, 17,000,000; Tamil, 16,500,000; Rajasthani, 11,000,000; 
Kanarese, 10,000,000; Gujarathi, 9,900,000; Oriya, 9,700,000; 
Burmese, 7,500,000 ; Malayalam, 6,000,000. 

Formerly, India was divided for purposes of administration 
into three Presidencies, viz., Bengal, Madras, and Bombay. At 
the present time the divisions for civil government are more 
numerous. About three-sevenths of the country are under the 
government of hereditary native chiefs, whose subjects constitute 
about one-fifth of the whole Indian people. The British terri- 
tories comprise the remaining four-sevenths of the Indian Empire, 
with about four-fifths of the total population. The Native States, 
some of which have direct political relations with the Government 
of India, and some with the provincial governments, are governed 
almost independently by their own rulers, though all are subject 
in a greater or less degree to supervision and guidance on the 
part of the British Government. Of late, years the divisions of 
the British territories for local government purposes have been as 
follows : — Madras (officially known as the Presidency of Fort St. 



George), Bombay, Bengal, Eastern Bengal and Assam, the 
United Provinces or Agra and Oudh, the Punjab, the Central 
Provinces, Burma, and the North-West Frontier Province. In 
addition to these there are the territories of Ajmer-Merwara, Coorg, 
British Baluchistan, and the Andaman Islands. At the head of 
the Madras and Bombay administrations are Governors appointed 
by the Crown. Hitherto, Bengal has had as its administrative 
head a Lieutenant-Governor, chosen by the Governor-General 
with the approval of the Crown; and the province of Eastern 
Bengal and Assam has also been under the executive authority of 
a Lieutenant-Governor. On the occasion of the Coronation 
Durbar at Delhi, in December, 191 1, however, His Majesty, the 
King-Emperor, made announcement of certain changes in the 
Government of India, one of these being the creation of a 
Governorship, instead of a Lieutenant-Governorship, for Bengal. 
His Majesty also announced that Behar, Chota Nagpur and 
Orissa would in future be administered by a new Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, and that Assam would become a Chief 
Commissionership. The United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, 
the province of the Punjab, and that of Burma, are administered 
by Lieutenant-Governors ; the Central Provinces, the North- West 
Frontier Province, Ajmer-Merwara, Coorg, British Baluchistan, 
and the Andaman Islands, by Chief Commissioners. 

The Imperial Coronation Durbar held at Delhi, on December 
1 2th, 191 1, amidst scenes of splendid pageantry, unexampled even 
in the annals of " the gorgeous East," was the occasion not only 
of the important announcements regarding provincial administra- 
tion, to which we have referred above, but also of another having 
a very special significance for the Indian Empire as a whole. 
What has been termed an " epoch-making decision " was 
announced in the following words in the speech of His Majesty 
the King-Emperor which came as the impressive climax of the 
great Durbar : — " We are pleased to announce to Our People that, 
on the advice of Our Ministers, tendered after consultation with 
Our Governor-General in Council, We have decided upon the 
transfer of the seat of the Government of India from Calcutta to 
the ancient capital, Delhi." 

Thus, the time-honoured seat of the Mogul Emperors, " eternal 
Delhi," becomes reinstated in metropolitan dignity, and a new 
era dawns for one of the world's most famous and historic cities. 

Delhi is in the Punjab, of which it is the chief commercial 
and industrial centre, and is situated on the right bank of the river 
Jumna, about 112 miles from Agra, and 953 miles from Calcutta. 
Owing to its position, it has been from time immemorial the 
" Key of Hindostan," and the monuments of the Mogul dynasty 
remind us still of an ancient imperial splendour at Delhi, the 
like of which was, perhaps, never known elsewhere in the world. 
Here to this day the wonderful buildings of the palace of Shah 
Jehan, and the magnificent Jama Masjid, or Great Mosque, 
compel universal admiration. Of modern Delhi a notable feature 
is the fine thoroughfare of the Chandni Chauk, or Silver Street, 
and of the several broad, main highways for which the city is 
noted. Beautiful gold and silver work and rich textile fabrics 
are the specialities of its bazaars ; and there is a large general trade 
in agricultural produce, wheat being an important item in this 
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traffic. The population of Delhi has increased from 208,575 in 
1901 to 232,859 in 1911. It was at the great Durbar held here in 
1877 that Queen Victoria was proclaimed Empress of India. A 
committee of experts has been appointed to advise the Govern- 



ascendant, and with Calcutta it shares a pre-eminence among the 
great trading ports of the East. Population (1911), 972. 93°- 

Madras, the capital of the Presidency of the same name, is a 
city of 517,335 inhabitants, according to the census of 1911, and 
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ment of India as to the site of the new capital at Delhi, and the 
general planning and laying out of the same. 

Calcutta, the capital of Bengal, and long the seat of the 
Government of India, is on the Hooghly, an arm of the Ganges, 
about eighty miles from the sea. The first settlement of the 
English was made here in 1689, and about a hundred years later 
Calcutta became the headquarters of the central government. 
At the time of its incorporation as a municipality in 1852, its 
population was about 300,000. The population recorded by the 
census of 191 1 is 890,493. From the stately character of 
its principal buildings, Calcutta has been called the " city of 
palaces.'' 

Bombay, the noble western seaport of India, and the capital 
of the Presidency of Bombay, occupies a fine situation upon an 
island, connected with the mainland by causeways, and has a 
harbour which ranks with the best and most commodious in the 
world. The docks and quays are upon a very extensive scale, . 
affording excellent facilities for shipping, and the city is the 
western terminus of the Great Indian Peninsular Railway. 
Bombay has been a British possession since 1661, when it came 
to Charles II. as part of the dowry of his bride, the Portuguese 
princess, Catharine of Braganza. A few years later the King 
granted it to the East India Company for an annual payment of 
^10. The great advance of the port in commercial prosperity 
may be regarded as dating from the time of the American Civil 
War, when the opportunity came for the extension of its cotton 
trade. Since then Bombay has been the chief centre of the 
Indian cotton interest, and its many large mills and factories 
connected therewith are not the least characteristic of the features 
that make it the most English-looking city in India. It has 
another advantage in being the first great port reached by vessels 
from "Europe. Its commercial importance is continuouslv in the 



is situated on the Coromandel Coast, in the south east of India. 
It covers a large area, having formerly been a number of separate 
villages, and extends about ten miles along the shore. Here, on 
the site of the original English settlement, is Fort St. George, 
which gives the Presidency its official name. 

Besides Delhi, Calcutta, Bombay and Madrals, there are in 
the Indian Empire twenty-five other towns of over 100,000 
inhabitants. Some of the largest are : — Hyderabad (499,840, 
including suburbs), Rangoon (293,315), Lucknow (260,620), 
Lahore (228;3i8), Benares (204,220), Ahmedabad (215,448), 
Agra (182,419), Cawnpore (174,030), Allahabad (166,463), 
Karachi (159,270), Poona (157,666), Amritsar (152,666). 

The principal crops of India are rice, wheat, millet, pulse, 
various oil-seeds, sugar-cane, cotton, jute, tea, coffee, tobacco, 
pepper, the opium-yielding poppy, cinchona, and indigo, besides 
many vegetables and fruits. The total area under crop is about 
218,000,000 acres, of which nearly one-third is under rice, and 
about one-tenth under wheat. The forest products are valuable, 
and those of Burma include the teak timber for which that 
province is famous. Coal is the most important mineral worked 
in India; the output has increased nearly tenfold in the last 
quarter of a century. Other minerals include petroleum, gold, 
iron, manganese, salt, and gems. 

Since 1850 about 32,000 miles of railways have been 
constructed in India, representing a capital outlay of over 
^320,000,000. 

The famous domestic industries of India continue to be 
practised after ancient methods all over the vast peninsula, and 
include the making of various textiles, pottery, brass and iron 
work, and many articles of great artistic beauty. But modern 
manufacturing industries are also growing up, notably under the 
favourable conditions existing for the spmning and weaving of 
cotton and jute. 



LONDON: THE SEAT OF GOVERNMENT. 




>ONDON as it is to-day, with its mountains of brick 
and mortar, iron and stone, its miles upon miles 
of crowded streets teeming with busy life, and its 
millions of human souls, all intent in some degree 
upon the one great struggle for existence, cannot 
fail to command, as did the London of a hundred 
years ago, the admiration and praise of even the 
most stoical and matter-of-fact among men. We 
have many instances of this, both past and present. 
Every one knows, or has heard, of the singularly 
deep and whole-souled affection entertained by the learned 
Dr. Johnson for the great city of his adoption ; and there are few 
but will recall to memory some one of his many earnest speeches, 
all tending in the same direction, and almost worded to the same 
effect, to wit, that the citizen of London was practically the citizen 
of the civilised world, for in London could be found everything 
material that man could desire to possess, hope to attain, or wish 
to avoid. The great lexicographer saw in the London of his time 
the epitome, the very essence, of a nation's wealth, poverty, 
passion, folly, pleasure, fashion, misery, happiness — everything, in 
short, that entered into the composition of the life of the day ; and 
he loved the place for the very power of its comprehensive nature. 
What would he say could he see it to-day ? To what a degree 
would the sterling old scholar's convictions be intensified could 
he- take his place in a carriage on one of the many "tube" 
railways, or gaze at the transformations time has effected in the 
streets once so dear to his heart and familiar to his eyes, or 
exchange the rude jolting of the ancient coach over the cobble- 
stones for the swift rush of a well-appointed " taxi-cab " along the 
hard smooth asphalte roadway ! 

Space here forbids that we should do more than cast a rapid 
glance over the wondrous Metropolis, with a history coeval with 
the dawn of the Christian era, and memories of Celts and 
Romans, Saxons, Danes, and Norman knights ; and no reference 
can be made to the stern rivalry and deadly feuds among the 
early occupiers of the soil, in whose eventual union and ultimate 
reconciliation lay the establishment of that sturdy and united 
British race, possessors of an indomitable energy that has made 
itself felt wherever the foot of civilised men has penetrated, and 
of an undying perseverance and commercial aptitude that have 
built up and given to the world of to-day that stupendous monu- 
ment to the prowess of man, the mighty city whose ancient name 
appears as the title of this slender sketch. We have with us 
to-day the same Westminster Abbey whose time-stained walls saw 
the union of the Red and White Roses, Hstened to the social and 
religious crash of the Reformation, and echoed the clanking tread 
and fiery strife of Cavalier and Roundhead. The old grey fortress 
that stands on the slopes of Tower Hill is the same that gazed out 
across the flowing river for centuries before propeller or paddle- 
wheel stirred up the mud of the tidal stream, or the screech of 
the locomotive or the "puflF" of the panting tug proclaimed a 
revolution in the conduct of the world's commerce. We have 
Cause to be proud of all such links as these, so closely connecting 



the present with the past ; and they help us now, as we look about 
us, to realise the one grand fact, that through ages of varying 
fortunes, through all the perils of fire, famine, pestilence, insur- 
rection, and the sword, London has lived, has flourished, and 
stands to-day where it has stood for centuries, a very monarch 
among the civic communities of man. The largest, wealthiest, 
most populous, most cosmopolitan, busiest, and most influential 
of the cities of the world, it has posted itself on a pinnacle of 
superiority — alone, unapproached, and unapproachable. And if 
we let our thoughts imagine for the moment the great centre of 
universal trade, the headquarters of the earth's English-speaking 
peoples, the Briton's boast abroad, the foreigner's ill-disguised 
admiration, the golden harvest-field of shrewd, far-seeing enter- 
prise, the Slough of Despond of the sluggard, the yawning, 
hopeless grave of the soul that faints under the burden and 
heat of the day, the arena of strife and victory for the conquering 
genius that scorns to falter while as yet the struggle is unfinished, 
the battle unwon — we may find for all these a full and true 
interpretation in the one word, London. 

Never, in all the centuries that have passed since the Roman 
Legions first planted their standards in the City of Lud, has 
London been seen to greater advantage than at the outset of the 
new Georgian era. And well, truly, may the Imperial Metropolis 
appear at its best in these opening years of a new age, the heir of 
all those that have gone before. Surely the transition from one 
period to another in the long chronicle of the nation's history is 
no mere incident of a moment. Its significance is far deeper and 
wider than that of any occurrence of ephemeral interest. It marks 
an epoch, suggests reflection, and establishes a point for retro- 
spect and prospect, whence the life and activities of men, a.nd the 
progress and promise of the time, may be studied and surveyed. 
Hardly anything could be more instructive, more encouraging 
than a contemplation of the outcome of the nearly two thousand 
years of strenuous existence in which our vast Metropolis has 
been evolved from the primitive collection of wattled huts that 
formed the " capital " of the mythical King Lud. Let us, there- 
fore, take this opportunity to glance for a brief space at some of 
the results of that wondrous evolution, as they are revealed in the 
facts and circumstances of London's growth, government, and 
general aspect to-day. 

Primarily, of course, the name London applied to the City of 
London, which, with that of Westminster and the borough of 
Southwark, made up the old-time metropolis. For long its 
growth was slow, and it was not until within comparatively recent 
times that it extended beyond Middlesex and a small part of 
Surrey. When the nineteenth century dawned, London contained 
150,000 houses and a population of 958,860. The urban district 
practically ended at Edgware Road in the west, and at Marylebone 
Road (then called the New Road) in the north. Beyond were 
open fields. Paddington was an outlying suburb : Kensington, 
the " Royal Borough," was a mere village ; the vast populous 
areas of the south-west, north-west, and north-east displayed all 
the charms of rural solitude. 
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By the middle of the century, however, a marked acceleration 
of the growth of London had set in. Anon came the time when 
the chronicler of its increase could say : " It has obliterated the 
ancient distinctions of hill and valley ; dried up streams as a hay- 
stack abolishes a puddle ; driven the wandering river back into 
its bed, and confined it there with new impassable banks." And 
what have we to-day as the present consummation of this growth 
of London and of the irresistible outspreading of its vast network 
of streets ? Not a town or a city, but a stupendous congeries of 
towns and cities ; not a community, but a commonwealth of com- 
munities, embracing a resident population of more than seven 



spirited jurisdiction within the historic limits popularly denomi- 
nated the " one square mile ; " and of the activity compressed 
into that space we are afforded some conception by a recent 
" Day Census " of the City of London, from which it appears that 
the number of people entering the city's area on one day in April, 
igi I, was 1,077,155, with vehicles to the number of 94,095- The 
actual resident population of the City of London (i.e. those who 
sleep therein at night) is only 19,687, according to the Census of 
191 1. The London Government Act, which came into operation 
in the last year of the nineteenth century, created 28 metropolitan 
boroughs, one of them being the City of Westminster. '"'

and a quarter millions of human beings. This is what we under- 
stand by " Greater London," which covers the whole of Middle- 
sex, and encroaches ever more and more largely upon Surrey, 
Kent, Essex, and Hertfordshire, its total area being nearly 450,000 
statute acres. 

The Administrative County of London, which owns the sway 
of the London County Council, covers 120 square miles, contains 
over a million separate tenements, with 4,522,961 inhabitants, 
and comprises 60 Parliamentary constituencies, 28 metropolitan 
boroughs, and more than 600 ecclesiastical parishes. Of the 
many local authorities that have from time to time exercised 
varied powers of control over the affairs of London and its 
divisions, the City Corporation, with its record of over 700 years, 
is, of course, the most venerable. It still maintains its public- 



additional to and outside of the City of London, and constitute 
an extensive system of local municipal administration within the 
County, each borough having its mayor, aldermen, and councillors. 
A volume would be required to do descriptive justice to the 
topographical and structural improvements that have been carried 
out in London during quite recent years. In these the principal 
local governing bodies, of course, play a prominent part; but the 
effects of private enterprise are also noticeable, particularly in 
the case of large business concerns, whose premises have been 
rebuilt in many instances upon a scale of magnificence and 
becoming dignity. In the latter half of the nineteenth century 
the street improvements carried out in London became frequent 
and notable, and more recently several of the leading streets have 
been quite transformed in appearance by rebuilding operations.

A STORY of civic and commercial growth and advancement to 
which history offers few parallels is unfolded in the annals of 
modern Glasgow. It has been the theme of many pens, and 
must ever remain a subject of compelling interest for the student 
of social and material progress. When we look back to the 
beginning of it all — to the planting of the germ from which has 
sprung what the world knows to-day as the Scottish Commercial 
Metropolis — our wonder that so much has been accomplished 
becomes absorbed in admiration of the human forces that have 
wrought the great achievement. It would be difficult to name 
another city of the first rank whose inception occurred under 
conditions less calculated to produce the ultimate results here 
disclosed. Certain natural advantages there undoubtedly were, 
to begin with — advantages of position in a geographical sense, 
for instance, and of proximity to rich mineral resourqes; but 
centuries were to elapse ere the former could be appreciated or 
the latter made use of. Man, not Nature, was to be the determin- 
ing factor. The city owes everything to its people, and to the 
fine spirit that has animated all their work. The mists of antiquity 
envelop the birth of Glasgow — nothing really authentic has come 
down to us to reveal the circumstances attending its actual origin. 
Here, in the early years of the Christian era, the Romans had 
a military station. Man's gregarious instincts would draw him^ 
to such a spot, and the tendency towards congregation was 
quickened in after time, when St. Mungo, or Kentigern, the 
tutelary saint, established a monastic colony on the banks of the 
brook Molendinar. This latter event is assigned by historians to 
the middle of the sixth century, and thenceforward for very many 
years Glasgow was little else than a religious establishment. By 
degrees, the institutions of local government on the basis of civil 
power were evolved ; and the later development of these has 
culminated in our own time in a civic constitution of which Glas- 
wegians have every reason to be proud. It has, indeed, been 
well said that the city's municipal administration to-day " is re- 
garded as a model throughout the civilized world." 

Always entitied to be designated a " city," by virtue of its 
ecclesiastical status, Glasgow received burgh rights from William 
the Lion, and was raised to the dignity of a Royal Burgh in 1636. 
By the. Charter of William and Mary (1690), it was granted the 
privileges of a free town, with full right to elect its own magis- 
trates. At that time the population was under 13,000. A 
hundred years later the inhabitants numbered 75,000, and the 
impulse of the city's amazing modern growth was there and then 
made manifest in the fruits of the commercial expansion which 
had begun early in the eighteenth century. Thriving industries 
had sprung up ; shipping activity was in the ascendant ; Glasgow 
merchants were making their influence increasingly felt in the 
markets of the outer world. 

This progress is directly traceable to the energy and initiative 
of the people, first, in availing themselves of their share of the 
trade with the Western Hemisphere, opened up to them by the 
Union of 1707 ; and, secondly, in providing their city with the 
facilities essential to a due realization of the advantages thus 



offered. How they proceeded to fulfil the latter requirement has 
been most concisely and correctly indicated in the familiar dictum : 
" Glasgow made the Clyde, and the Clyde made Glasgow." 

To say that the Clyde has been the physical source of Glas- 
gow's prosperity, is, of course, quite true; but the Clyde as we 
know it to-day, and the same river of even a hundred years 
ago, are two very different things. It was not until late in the 
eighteenth century that Glasgow could be reached by water by 
any heavier type of craft than a lighter carrying four or five tons 
of cargo. To-day, great ocean " liners " sail up to the city and 
berth at the Broomielaw. A century ago the available quayage 
at Glasgow proper was under 400 yards in length. Now, the 
harbour gives no less than eight miles of quay frontage. These 
facts speak volumes for what has been done by Glasgow as 
regards the " making " of the Clyde, since the city authorities 
first took that problem seriously in hand by enlisting the services 
of John Golborne, of Chester, in 1768, upon a scheme of im- 
provement. From time to time other able and distinguished 
engineers have had their part in the great work ; and the splendid 
record of the Clyde Navigation Trust — the important public body 
charged with its continuance — stands as an example of the liberal, 
well-considered, and unfailingly effectual application of money to 
a purpose of the highest local and national utility. 

With independent access to the sea thus assured, it became 
but a matter of time for the trade of Glasgow to assume those 
proportions of magnitude to which the Clyde's mighty traffic bears 
witness at the present day. Towards this end there was no lack 
of business enterprise, afloat or ashore. One branch of com- 
merce after another was exploited. The city's ventures in the 
American and West Indian trades became almost proverbial for 
success. The names of Virginia Street and Jamaica Street 
remind us of the days when the " Tobacco Lords " were puissant 
magnates of old Glasgow, and many a merchant brewed his 
punch 

" With limes that on his property 
In Trinidad did grow." 

Steam power was introduced into the ever-increasing manu- 
factures of the district ; and anon the pioneer voyage of Henry 
Bell's memorable Comet on the waters of the Clyde (181 2), 
signalled the inauguration of the steam age in navigation also. 
The manufacture of cotton goods was started at Glasgow at an 
early date. Bleaching and calico-printing were actively engaged • 
m here nearly thirty years prior to their commencement in Lanca- 
shire. The muslin manufacture, of which Glasgow is so great 
a commercial centre, originated during the American War of 
Independence, when the city's trans-Atlantic trade suffered inter- 
ruption. It was prosecuted with remarkable enterprise, and 
became a staple industry. 

Those mineral resources to which we have already referred— 
VIZ. the wealth of iron and coal in the west of Scotland— came at 
length to be duly developed, and Glasgow reaped the benefit of 
proximity to the scene of operations in this important field. 
Following upon the introduction of Neilson's hot-blast in iron- 
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furnaces (1828), the local iron industry advanced at a rate 
which long out-distanced competition. Allied industries came as 
rapidly into being, and every application of iron and steel to 
mechanical and structural purposes has ever since been exemplified 
here upon a big scale. The huge forges, boiler shops, foundries, 
and engineering works of all descriptions for which Glasgow is 
internationally famed, are among the most striking evidences of 
its industrial influence. They produce engines and boilers of 
«very type for land and marine uses ; machinery for an infinitude 
of processes ; castings, forgings, plates, girders, etc., for any and 
every purpose ; and the city's unsurpassed facilities of transport, 
make the world-wide distribution of this vast and varied output a 
matter of comparative ease. Apart from the fact, that the Clyde, 
with its wondrous panorama of maritime activity, provides a 
natural means of ingress and egress (perfected by human labour) 
for the seaborne commerce of Glasgow and its district, com- 
munication is closely maintained with other great centres 
throughout the United Kingdom by such means as the Forth and 
Clyde Canal, the several important railway systems converging 
"here, and the branch lines that link up every local point with the 
main routes of traffic. Nor must we forget the important coasting 
trade maintained by many steamers which ply from the Clyde to 
most of the British and Irish ports. Thus Glasgow possesses 
■conveniences of transport which are virtually unsurpassed, and 
which have been the necessary coefficient of her great producing 
■energies. To say that these circumstances, induced by her 
people's indomitable efforts, have created in Glasgow a gigantic 
system of commercial operations, is to state a plain fact. There 
is hardly a branch of modern trade which does not come within 
the scope of this great city's undertakings. The total import and 
■export trade of Glasgow (exclusive of coasting trade), now 
■considerably exceeds _;^5o,ooo,ooo per annum. The figures for 
19 1 2 (the latest year for which complete returns are available at 
the time of writing), show imports from foreign countries and 
British possessions to the value of ;^ 16,941, 685 — an increase of 
■over _;^i, 300,000 as compared with 191 1, when an increase of 
more than ;^i,ooo,ooo was shown over the total for 1910. Of 
•exports of produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom, 
the value in 1912 was ^^33, 481, 919 — an increase of over 
_;^2, 400,000 on 1911, which showed over _;^i, 800,000 in excess 
of 1910. In addition, foreign and colonial merchandise to the 
-value of ;^36i,577 was exported from Glasgow in 191 2, bringing 
the total exports of the port up to .;^33, 843,496. It will be seen 
that the exports are of practically twice the value of the imports. 
The clearances of shipping from the port of Glasgow also show a 
great preponderance over the arrivals, the figures for 1912 being : 
•entered, 2,022,166 tons; cleared, 3,204,068 tons. These are 
indications of the strong position of the city in relation to the 
large producing interests for which it is the recognised distributive 
•centre, and also of the important part it plays in the ocean 
■carrying work of the country. Among the multifarious exports of 
Glasgow, a prominent place is held by cotton goods, muslins, 
shawls, candles, soap, glass, whisky, and machinery of many 
kinds ; while coal, and coke, and numerous products of the busy 
industrial district round about, also figure in the long and com- 
prehensive list. On the import side, items of outstanding note, 
.are the staple goods of the long-established American, West 
Indian, and Canadian trades, such as tobacco, cotton, corn, 
timber, rum, and sugar. There is also a big import trade in 
fruit, wines, and brandy, leather, petroleum, provisions, etc., etc. 
No survey of the commerce and industry of Glasgow, however 



cursory, would be complete without some special reference to' the 
famous shipyards which form the most characteristic feature of 
the lower Clyde. Westward from the city towards the sea, on 
both banks of the river, these hives of industry follow one another 
in long succession, individually identified with world-known 
names — Pointhouse, Meadowside, Fairfield, Linthouse, Whiteinch, 
and so on to Clydebank and Dalmuir, perhaps especially typical 
of the new era of vast areas and colossal equipment. From all 
these yards is maintained an output which is eloquent of the 
renown of Clyde-built shipping. Magnificent specimens of naval 
architecture of every type and for every form of navigational 
service are here constructed and engined, fitted, furnished, and 
sent forth to plough the waters of every sea. The year 19 13 has 
surpassed all records in the history of Clyde shipbuilding, the 
total output amounting to 370 mercantile vessels and warships, 
aggregating about 757,000 tons — an increase of 117,000 tons on 
the figures for 19 12. 

Many other sources of Glasgow's commercial and industrial 
fame might be indicated if space permitted, not least among even 
the chief of these being the great chemical works, which rank 
with the foremost of their kind in any country. From the point 
of view of thQ business world in general, it may be said that 
Glasgow stands prepared to meet an immense range of require- 
ments for commodities and productions in constant demand at 
home and abroad; and that nowhere is greater enterprise or 
judgment shown, by merchants and manufacturers alike, in 
studying the special needs of all markets and coping with the 
exigencies of a competitive age. 

So manifold and important are the city's manufacturing and 
mercantile interests, that they are apt to monopolise attention, to 
the exclusion of other aspects of local life. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that Glasgow is not only a great seat of business 
enterprise, but also a city with all the characteristics of a 
metropolis in a highly developed form, and bearing the stamp of 
that distinction which belongs by right to a community rich in 
noble and beneficent institutions, and known the world over for 
its diligent pursuit and liberal encouragement of learning, science, 
and art. As at present constituted, Glasgow contains 37 wards 
under the rule of the Lord Provost, Magistrates, and Councillors, 
and covers a large area on both banks of the Clyde, about 
22 miles from Greenock, which is practically at the mouth of the 
river. From Jordanhill in the west, to Shettleston and Tollcross 
in the east, the extreme length of the area embraced by these 
wards is 9 miles ; and from Maryhill in the north to Cathcart in 
the south, the extreme breadth is about 7 miles. For Parlia- 
mentary purposes, the city of Glasgow comprises seven Divisions, 
while eight other Parliamentary Divisions (including the con- 
stituency of Glasgow and Aberdeen Universities) are comprised 
in the district. The following figures show the population within 
the municipal boundaries of the city at intervals of twenty years, 
beginning with the first decennial census: 1801,77,385; 1821, 
147,043; 1841,255,650; i86r, 395,503; 1881, 511,415; 1901, 
761,709. In 1911, the population, according to the census of 
that year, was 784,456; and in 19 13, the estimated population 
was 1,010,815. The rapid growth of the city under the stimulus 
of continually increasing commercial activity and prestige ; the 
steadily widening influence of its useful institutions ; and the 
salutary effect of clearsighted and businesslike local government, 
all proclaim how well its people have laboured, not for individual 
interests solely, but in the true spirit of their stirring civic motto, 
" Let Glasgow Flourish." 
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BIRMINGHAM, 



In that part of the English Midlands where the iron and allied 
trades predominate, the culminating point of activity is reached 
at Birmingham, the centre par excellence of the artistic metal- 
working crafts. Unrivalled in its own sphere, this great city 
presents to the world an example of quite extraordinary energy, 
skill, and resource, concentrated upon the production of the 
widest variety of articles involving the employment of both the 
useful and the precious metals. The record of its rise and pro- 
gress furnishes one of the most interesting chapters in British 
industrial history. The modern greatness of the " Midland 
Metropolis '' is the outgrowth of little more than two hundred 
years; but Leland, the antiquary, in the reign of Henry VIII., 
found the then town of " Bermingham " a busy abode of smiths 
and cutlers. Of the trades there practised he says ; " There be 
many smiths in the towne that use to make knives and all manner 
of cuttinge tooles, and many lorimers that make bitts, and a great 
many naylors, soe that a great part of the towne is maintained by 
smiths, who have their iron and sea-cole out of Staffordshire." 
Half a century later, Camden (1584) described Birmingham as 
" swarming with inhabitants and echoing with the noise of anvils." 
Bishop Gibson (early in the eighteenth century) speaks of " other 
artificers in iron and steel, whose performances are greatly ad- 
mired both at home and abroad." From this it would appear 
that the fame of the town was already extending to markets other 
than our own, and that Birmingham was very surely laying the 
foundation of its now world-wide trade in those articles of light 
metal-ware for which it has now no rival anywhere. 

For the first step towards organised municipal control in 
Birmingham (which has since become a type of efficiency in local 
government), we have to look back to the ninth year of the reign 
of George III., when the Street Act was passed. The Street 
Commissioners received extended powers under subsequent Acts, 
but it was not until 1838 that the town was incorporated as a 
municipal borough, comprising the parishes of Birmingham and 
Edgbaston, with part of the parish of Aston. In 1891 the 
boundaries were extended by the inclusion of Balsall Heath, 
Harborne, Saltley, and Little Bromwich. Meanwhile, Birming- 
ham had obtained titular distinctions commensurate with its ever- 
increasing importance. It was constituted a County Borough 
under the Local Government Act of 1888 ; and, in January, 1889, 
was ordained and declared a city by Letters Patent. Subsequently 
(1896) Her late Majesty Queen Victoria was pleased to direct 
that the Chief Magistrate of Birmingham should bear the title of 
Lord Mayor. The civic boundaries were again extended in 1910 ; 
and the boundaries of Staffordshire, Worcestershire, and Warwick- 
shire were so altered, that the whole of the city of Birmingham is 
now, for civil purposes, within the last-named county. The city 
area contains about 43,700 acres, extending some 13 miles in 
length by II miles in breadth, and comprising 30 wards, under 
the authority of the Lord Mayor, 30 Aldermen, and 90 Councillors. 
The population of Birmingham when the Street Act came into 
operation was about 30,000. At the present time the population 
is over 850,000. The rateable value is ^4,463,404. The city 
has expanded on every side, throwing out its vast network of 
streets in all directions ; and with this structural growth there has 
been corresponding advance in everything pertaining to social 
and material welfare. 

The ingenuity, taste, and inventive genius of Birmingham's 
metal-work*rs are proverbial, and every land under the sun has 



had experience thereof in articles useful or ornamental, costly 
or inexpensive, often of exquisite beauty, always of perfect tech- 
nique. The famous brass-working industry of Birmingham was 
started in the 18th century. In this craft, the output of which is 
amazingly diversified, an unchallenged pre-eminence is maintained. 
At Birmingham originated the British gun trade, at the instance, 
it is said, of William III. To-day, the great gun-making firms of 
the city supply fire-arms to every market of the world. Through- 
out the habitable globe are sent the multitudinous items of metal- 
work turned out here, and classifiable under the elastic heading 
of " hardware." Goods are these of lead, pewter, iron, brass, tin, 
nickel, copper, silver, gold, and their compounds ; in all the forms 
in which the lighter classes of such goods can be presented, from 
a brass pin to a bronze statuette, from a saucepan to a chrono- 
meter, from a button or a bangle to a lamp or a chandelier. 
Birmingham is the birthplace and the great headquarters of that 
gigantic, steel pen industry to which the world of writers, com- 
mercial as well as literary, owes a debt beyond computation. 
The city's name is quite inseparable from any consideration of 
such manufactures as screws, locks, keys, pins, lamps, electro- 
plated goods, gas and electric light fittings, art-metal work, 
bicycles, and brass and iron bedsteads ; and it is no less inti- 
mately associated with the production of papier-macM goods, 
and with what is perhaps the most extensive and compre- 
hensive manufacture of jewellery the world has ever known. 
Larger and heavier work than the above is also well to the 
fore. Here, it may be said. Watt brought the steam engine to 
perfection. At the famous Soho Works of Boulton & Watt, at 
Handsworth, steam engines were first largely manufactured ; and 
the engineering industries of Birmingham continue to be upon a 
big scale, almost every kind of machinery being here constructed. 
The city is a stronghold of the motor trade, as regards both 
pleasure cars and commercial vehicles, and the varied accessories 
of the same. The building of railway rolling stock is largely 
engaged in ; glass working in many branches is carried on, as 
also are the crafts of the workers in ivory and bone ; there are 
chemical works of wide repute ; and among many other trades 
that are well represented, those as diverse as cabinet-making, 
stationery manufacture, and the production of fancy leather goods, 
jewellers' sundries, and up-to-date advertising novelties have 
prominence. For every market due provision is made in the 
light of an altogether exceptional experience of special require- 
ments. Birmingham's extremely favourable position in this 
respedt is enhanced by every necessary facility of communication 
and transport. 

Only familiarity with the city itself, and its manifold acti- 
vities, can convey a due conception of what is signified by the 
bewildering variety of its enterprises. It is when we reflect upon 
the amount of labour, thought, and care, these undertakings 
involve, and the demands they make upon all concerned with their 
conduct, that we realise the added value of that public service 
which so many Birmingham men have found time to render in 
discharge of the social, municipal, and political obligations of 
their citizenship. Through their devotion to the common welfare, 
as well as to the tasks imposed by their own ventures in commerce 
and industry, Birmingham has become what it is to-day — a great 
civic power ; a world-famed seat of business ; a metropolis in the 
true sense of the term. 



SHEFFIELD. 



In the universal fame of its special productions Sheffield surpasses 
most of the world's industrial centres. It would hardly be an 
exaggeration to say that therfe is no other great manufacturing 
city whose name is so familiar in every market throughout the 
globe, or has been so long known in connection with articles of 
indispensable utility. If we speak of cutlery alone, we call to 
mind the fact that Sheffield has been renowned for hundreds of 
years past with respect to everything in that category, so re- 
nowned, indeed, that the names and marks of the leading 
Sheffield cutlery manufacturers are recognized in every land, and 
the mere words " Sheffield made," applied to an article of cutlery, 
carry a strong recommendation where quality and workmanship 
are the criteria. The crucible cast steel of Sheffield, too, has set 
a world-standard in the matter of fine steel for tool work; and 
later developments in this direction have proved both the 
determination and the ability of the local steel makers to keep 
the city's name in the very forefront of this trade, and to maintain 
against all competition the celebrity of its high-grade tool steels. 
Again, characteristic enterprise has been shown in building 
up here upon a large and important scale the more modern 
industry of electro-plating, whereby an immense variety of useful 
and elegant wares are made available to the great body of the 
public at home and abroad. Material for a volume is furnished 
by the achievements of Sheffield in the heavier branches of the 
steel industry. Dating from the inauguration of the modern era 
of armoured warships, powerful ordnance, and ponderous forge 
and foundry work for marine engineering and construction, these 
mark the highest attainments in the manipulation of huge masses 
of metal. 

Excellence in the metallurgical industries is necessarily 
dependent to a considerable extent upon natural conditions of 
environilaent. Sheffield owes much in this regard to its situation 
in the centre of the South Yorkshire coalfield. The circumstance 
has been highly favourable to the inculcation and fostering of a 
local aptitude for metal-working. It has been well said that, 
speaking generally, a Sheffield man is, by birth, education, and 
inclination, a true son of Tubal Cain. His loyalty to the 
metallurgical crafts has made the Yorkshire " steel city " a power 
in the modern world. The shafts of the English bowmen, tipped 
with steel heads wrought at Sheffield, were a deciding factor at 
the battle of Crecy (1346); and again at Agincourt (141 5) the 
archers of Henry V. used arrows with heads of Sheffield manu- 
facture. The town's cutlery was already famous in the reign of 
Edward III., and the short knife called a " whittle " was doubtless 
one of its earliest products to acquire widespread repute. To the 
advancement of the cutlery industry no single influence has con- 
tributed more powerfully than the ancient Cutlers' Company of 
Sheffield, now nearly three hundred years old, yet more influential 
to-day than ever — the inheritor of high traditions, and the mouth- 
piece of an important section of the citizens, by virtue of its 
nature and standing as the protector of a great local industry. 

The art of the cutler is hereditary in Sheffield. One genera- 
tion takes up the craft as another lays it down, intent upon main- 
taining the reputation of all its predecessors, and, if possible, 
adding thereto as the fruit of its own labours. To such purpose 
is the work carried on in this spirit, that the very name of Sheffield 
is, as we have said, enough to recommend a knife or any other 
article of cutlery to international favour. The range of goods 
turned out at Sheffield to-day in this one branch of its activities is 
enormous, and- extends to all manner of edge tools, besides em- 
bracing every description of table and pocket cutlery. 



The early steel manufactures of Sheffield, crude, indeed, by 
comparison with the perfected processes of to-day, have neverthe- 
less left their impress 'upon the whole industrial aspect of the 
district, with the result that Hallamshire has been actuated to a 
continuous emulation in this department of metallurgic science. 
Gradually the local steel trades have resolved themselves into 
two well-defined sections, which are best described by the terms 
" light " and " heavy." In the former class are comprised the 
still unrivalled manufactures of cutlery, files, and edge-tools, 
together with saws, hammers, and all kinds of engineers' tools. 
The " heavy " section embraces the products of those giant works 
which are among the wonders of modern industrial England, and 
which maintain a stupendous output of armour plates, heavy 
ordnance, shot and shell, rails, buffers, springs, tyres, and other 
railway material, colossal castings and forgings for marine engines 
and heavy machinery generally, ship plates, boilers, etc., etc. 
Besides the crucible cast steel, the Bessemer, Siemens-Martin, and 
other processes have their part in this multifarious range of work, 
the output of the various establishments running into enormous 
figures. Further, there are the manufactures of silver, electro- 
plated, and Britannia metal wares, in which connection Sheffield 
boasts some of the oldest and largest firms in existence, producing 
goods which command esteem the world over for their sterling 
quality and artistic beauty of design. Stoves, grates, and fenders, 
brass and other chandeliers, optical and scientific instruments, 
surgical instruments, cabinet cases, steel and tape measures, 
spades, shovels, rakes, forks, and agricultural and plantation 
implements generally, printing type, wire and iron fencing, and a 
great variety of machine tools for planing, drilling, boring, slotting, 
and allied operations, are likewise among the products of the city 
and district. Rotherham, where similar conditions of strenuous 
activity prevail, may be named in conjunction with Sheffield as a 
renowned seat of the heavy steel-working industries. 

If the industries of Sheffield are a monument to the enterprise 
of the local manufacturers and metallurgists, and to the skill of the 
craftsmen they employ, the civic and social status of the city is no 
less a testimony to the prevalence here of an admirable public 
spirit. 

It was in 1843 that Sheffield was incorporated as a borough ; 
and in 1893, on the occasion of its municipal jubilee, a Royal 
Charter was granted, conferring .upon the borough the title of 
City. In June, 1897, it was directed by her Majesty Queen 
Victoria that the Chief Magistrate of Sheffield should thence- 
forward bear the title of Lord Mayor. The city comprises 
sixteen wards, and the civic administration is vested in the Lord 
Mayor, sixteen Aldermen, and forty-eight Councillors, constituting 
the City Council. According to the census of 191 1, the popula- 
tion of the city at that date was 454,632. The Sheffield Extension 
Order, of 19 11, which became operative on April i, 1912, brought 
part of the civil parish of Tinsley within the City and County 
Borough, and added 5284 to the number of inhabitants within 
the civic boundaries, thus bringing the total population of the 
extended city in 1911 up to 459,916. A very important rail- 
way centre, Sheffield has an excellent system of communication, 
the various lines of railway with which it has immediate con- 
nection, placing at the command of its manufacturers the means 
of transport required for the widespread and rapid distribution 
of their products. All the characteristics of a progressive" age 
are here conspicuous, and the city's business enterprises must 
continue to command the admiration due to undertakings of incal- 
culable value and usefulness to the nation and the word at large. 



PORTSMOUTH AND SOUTHAMPTON. 



The two great Hampshire seaports have their own special status 
and significance in the world of business — the one, through long 
identification with that naval power under the segis of which our 
commerce has thriven ; the other, as a seat of maritime activity, 
standing fifth among British ports for magnitude of shipping, and 
of premier rank as a mail packet station. 

Portsmouth, the greatest of naval arsenals, has a history which 
may be said to date from the time of the Romans, for here, 
or, to be precise, on the site occupied by Porchester Castle, stood 
the Roman station of Porfus Magnus. The great natural advan- 
tages of the position were early recognised, and the privileges of 
a borough were conferred by Henry I. A charter was granted 
by Richard I., and confirmed by John, in whose reign the port 
began to assume the character of a naval station, though its real 
importance in that respect is traceable to the establishment here 
by Henry VIH. of the dock, arsenal and storehouses. Mean- 
while, the town's defences had engaged attention, having been 
commenced by Edward IV. They were strengthened by Elizabeth 
and by William III., and ultimately became, as they now are, the 
most complete and formidable fortifications in the Kingdom. 
The fine harbour of Portsmouth, spacious, sheltered, and admir- 
ably adapted to defensive measures, has been eminently favour- 
able to the development of a naval centre of the first rank. 
Approached by way of a comparatively narrow entrance, which, 
however, permits access to the largest vessels at any state of the 
tide, the harbour opens out to a breadth of nearly three miles, 
with a length of about four miles. The great Government Dock- 
yard establishment now extends to almost 300 acres. The dry 
docks and building slips are capable of dealing with the con- 
struction and repair of warships of the largest size. On the 
opposite shore, at Gosport, are the Royal Clarence Victualling 
Yard, large Government Factories, and the Haslar Naval Hospital. 
Portsmouth comprises, in addition, the populous quarter of Land- 
port, and the modern fashionable watering-place, Southsea, which 
has a fine esplanade, piers, etc., and is greatly favoured as a health 
resort. Outside Portsmouth harbour lies the famed anchorage 
of Spithead, sheltered by the Isle of Wight, and capable of 
accommodating with ease the mightiest of fleets. Portsmouth 
is a parliamentary and county borough, about 75 miles south- 
west of London, with which it has railway communication 
vi& the London and South-Western and the London, Brighton 
and South Coast Railways. There is also communication by 
steamer with London, Southampton, Dublin, etc. The County 
Borough and Parish contain an area of about 5000 acres. The 
population is upwards of 231,000, and the rateable value is 
_^i,o76,6ii. The municipal administration is vested in the 
mayor, 14 aldermen, and 42 councillors. As a parliamentary 
borough, Portsmouth has returned two members to Parliament 
since the reign of Edward I. Many improvements have been 
carried out in the town of late years, and among the numerous 
public buildings the noble Town Hall is conspicuous. It was 
erected at a cost of ;^i4o,ooo, and was opened by the Prince of 
Wales (afterwards King Edward VII.) in 1890. The list of 
celebrated natives of Portsmouth includes the names of Charles 
Dickens, George Meredith, Sir Walter Besant, and Jonas 
Hanway.. Portsmouth's industries, as might be expected, are to 
a very considerable extent connected with the naval establish- 
ments. There are, however, important interests here in the 



brewing, mineral water manufacturing, motor-boat and launch 
building, marine engineering, and various other trades. General 
business is well represented in the town by firms of repute ; 
the local trade embraces an active traffic in coal and timber, 
cattle, agricultural produce, etc. ; and there is considerable 
shipping trade, both coastwise and oversea. 

Southampton occupies an advantageous site at the head of 
Southampton Water, and upon a peninsula between the mouth of 
the Itchen and the estuary of the Test. The Romans had a 
station, Clausentum, about a mile to the north-east. This in 
course of time gave place to Southampton, which is variously 
referred to in ancient records as Hamtune and Suth-Hamtune 
{Saxon Chronicle) and Hantune {Domesday). King Henry I. gave . 
the place its first charter, and the borough has returned two 
members to Parliament since the time of Edward I. Confirming 
and extending the privileges granted by previous sovereigns, 
Henry VI. constituted the town and its district a county per se — 
" the Town and County of the Town of Southampton." As a 
seaport, Southampton became prominent at an early period, owing 
to its having been frequently chosen as the starting-point for 
expeditions directed against France. It paid the penalty of such 
prominence iii 1338, when it was attacked, and to a large extent 
burned, by the combined French, Spanish, and Genoese fleets. 
Thereafter its defences were strengthened, and there are still to 
be seen remains of the old town walls, the picturesque Bar Gate 
being an object of special interest; The town is built upon rising 
ground, and covers a considerable area, the county borough con- 
taining about 4500 acres. The municipality comprises 13 wards, 
and is governed by a Mayor, 13 Aldermen, and 39 Councillors. 
The population is about 120,000, and the rateable value is 
;£"64o,s85. With the development of oversea communications, 
Southampton became the point of departure and arrival for mail 
packets for the East and West Indies, Brazil, South Africa, etc. 
At the present time it is the principal mail-packet station of the 
kingdom, and the extent of its maritimie traffic is evidenced in the 
fact that over a score of steamship companies now use South- 
ampton as a home port or a port of call, some of the largest of 
modern "liners" being engaged in these services. The docks 
afford splendid facilities for shipping, including every appliance 
requisite for the handling of merchandise and every convenience 
for the landing and departure of passengers. First inaugurated 
nearly three-quarters of a century ago, they have since been 
greatly extended, and, under the auspices of the London and 
South Western Railway Company, have been brought to a 
remarkably high state of organized efficiency. The largest steam- 
ships can be accommodated, and the total area of the docks is 
upwards of 250 acres. Shipping entered and cleared at South- 
ampton in 1912 aggregated 5,217,000 tons and 4,651,000 tons, 
respectively. Imports exceed ^24,000,000 and exports 
^27,500,000, in value per annum. Butter, ornamental feathers, 
scientific apparatus, meat, wool, and silk manufactures are leading 
Items in the import trade. Apparel, boots and shoes, cotton 
goods, and woollens figure largely among the goods exported. 
Marine engineering, naval construction, brewing, coachbuilding, 
etc., are prominently represented in the local iiidustries ; and the 
general trades of a busy and populous community show marked 
activity. Southampton is distant from London about 79 miles, 
and the railway facilities are excellent.

OXFORD UNIVERSITY PRESS, 

AMEN CORNER, I.ONDON, B.C. 



VBRY exceptional interest, it need hardly be said, attaches to 
the Oxford University Press, at once an historic mstitution, a 
great publishing enterprise, and an industrial undertaking 
remarkable for the completeness and efficiency of its organisa- 
tion. In point of pure antiquity— an unbroken record ot 
continuous activity lasting for centuries— it is without a,n 
existing rival in the domain of printing and publishing. Its 
history might, with some justification, be held to date from the 
verv dawn of typographicalart in England, or at least from the 
issuing of the first book printed at Oxford, with the imprint 
" Oxjord, anno 1468 "—a date which learned bibUographers 
say should be 1478. But where so venerable an institufaon 
is concerned it seems ahnost an- impertinence to be precise. 
Let it suffice, therefore, to say that the date 1585 is one which 
may be taken as marking the entry of the Oxford University 
Press, more or less in its present form, upon a career of well- 
defined aim and purpose. Thereafter, it received from time 
to time the sanction and authority of Royal Charters whereby 
its special rights and privileges were confirmed and continued ; 
and as years passed on, bringing increased influence and 
augmented resources, those developments were initiated of 
which we see the present culmination in an assemblage of large 
and important businesses, embracing typefounding, ink- 
making, bookbinding, and a very extensive manufacture of 
paper, in addition to printing and all its alUed processes. The 
general control and government of this comprehensive enter- 
prise is vested in delegates, comprising Masters, Fellows, and 
Students of the University ; and the headquarters of the 
entire concern are in Walton Street. Oxford, where also is 
housed its " staff club, ' the Oxford Institute, for the instruc- 
tion, social comfort, and recreation of the employees. The 
publishing business, which claims our more particular attention 
here, is centred at the headquarters of the Press at Amen 
Corner, at the end of Paternoster Row, London, E-C, imder 
the personal direction of Mr. Henry Erowde, who, after having 
successfully managed this branch for a period of six years, was 
in June, 1880, appointed by the Delegates " PubUsher to the 
University." Besides the extensive and splendidly equipped 
printing works at Oxford, and the pubUshing house at Amen 
Corner, the organisation embraces various other estabUshments, 
notably the paper mills at Wolvercote (where is manufactured, 
inter alia, the famous " Oxford India Paper "), and the book- 
bindery at 120 and 121, Aldersgate Street, London, E.C. In 
coimection with the publishing business there are also London 
warehouses at Old Street, E.C, and Falcon Square, E.C. ; 
while in Edinburgh (12, Frederick Street) ; and in Glasgow 
(104, West George Street), there are depots ; and oversea 
branches are maintained at 35, W.-32nd, and 34, W.-33rd 
Streets, New York ; 25 and 27, Richmond Street West, 
Toronto, and Cathedral Buildings, 203, Flinders Lane, Mel- 
bourne. Briefly, the pubUcations of the Oxford University 
Press may be summarised under the following principal 
heads : — (i) The Learned. Scientific, and Instructive Publica- 
tions of the Clarendon Press, and Books for Educational use ; 

(2) Oxford Bibles, Prayer Books, and Devotional Books ; 

(3) Illustrated Works in General Literature, and Cheap Editions 
of Enghsh Clas-sics ; (4) Reproductions of Ancient MSS., 
Pictures, Drawings, and Early Printed Books ; (5) Medical 
Books ; (6) Books suitable for prizes. It would be impossible 
in anything less than a volume to do descriptive justice to 
what has been, and continues to be, accomplished in the wide 
field of publishing enterprise covered by these departments. 
Of famous ancient writings, and of the works of great authors 
of all periods, very many editions, all important and some 
unique, have issued from the Oxford University Press. Special 
mention may be made of the undernoted :— Sacred Books of 



the East, Oxford Classical Texts, Oxford Higher and Modem 
French Series, Tudor and Stuart Library, Oxford Editions of 
the Poets, Oxford Library of Prose and Poetry, World's 
Classics, and Oxford Editions of Standard Authors. The 
literary and scholastic value of these publications commands 
wide recognition, and in all of them the high reputation of the 
Press for fine typography and distinctive excellence of pro- 
duction has been splendidly sustained. Nothing in the 
history of the Oxford University Press can have greater 
general interest than its long and intimate association with the 
printing and publishing of the Enghsh Bible. As far back as 
1637 it was confirmed in the privilege of printing the Scriptures, 
and since then it has issued countless editions of the Authorised 
Version, supplemented in later years by many editions of the 
Revised Version also. Its very voluminous lists in this depart- 
ment at the present time particularise not only the various 
Oxford Editions now available, both of the Authorised and the 
Revised Versions, in format to suit every taste and requirement, 
but also numerous other BibUcal pubUcations, including the 
well-known Oxford Helps to the Study of the Bible. In 
191 1, on the occasion of the Tercentenary of the Enghsh Bible, 
the Oxford University Press issued two beautiful memorial 
editions of the Bible of 161 1, one in black letter and one in 
Roman type, which have been pronounced " the greatest 
triumph among Tercentenary Memorials." Of the Revised 
Version, an edition is now issued in which the chapters are 
divided into verses, as in the Authorised Version. This 
edition " restores to the ordinary Bible reader the Bible in its 
old familiar form." The Oxford Editions of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer are almost as celebrated as the Oxford Editions 
of the Bible. In both cases- there are many superb examples 
of that beautiful binding which, in a wide range of artistic 
styles, enhances the other merits of the Press's work. In the 
department of general pubHshing, what will, no doubt, rank as 
the magnum opus of the Oxford University Press is the monu- 
mental " New Enghsh Dictionary on Historical Principles," 
edited by Sir J ames Murray , LL . D . Among the many practical 
achievements of the Oxford University Press, undoubtedly one 
of the greatest was its introduction of the wonderful " Oxford 
India Paper," which may be said to have revolutionised the 
Bible trade. This paper is unique in its combination of tenuity, 
toughness and opaqueness with a most agreeable softness and 
deUcacy of tone ; and its use reduces the bulk of a volume in 
an astonishing degree. It is a great speciaUty of the Oxford 
University Press, and is simply invaluable in connection with 
the production of compact editions of the Bible and the Prayer 
Book. The high technical standard of the work of the Oxford 
University Press has long been recognised, and is most care- 
fully maintained in every particular. At the Turin Inter- 
national Exhibition of 191 1 the Press was awarded eight 
Grands Prix, making in all twenty-two Grands Prix at the four 
exhibitions : Paris, 1900, London, 1908, Brussels, 1910, and 
Turin, 191 1, for pubUshing, binding, paper-making, printing, 
and coUotyping. That the business controlled by this famous 
. institution is one of the largest of its kind, will be understood 
when we say that it gives employment to about 1080 workmen, 
and 175 clerks. Booksellers the world over supply the pub- 
Ucations of the Oxford University Press, and its travellers 
cover the whole of the United Kingdom, p>arts of Europe, the 
United States, Canada, AustraUa, New Zealand, South Africa, 
India, and the far East. It is an institution shedding lustre 
upon Enghsh industrial art and Uterary enterprise, and^ 
through itS/ ably conducted publishing house, powerfully 
instrumental in the spread of learning and the promotion of the 
higher intellectual culture.

Two of the greatest names in the annals of British industry are 
commemorated in the title of the inunense ordnance manu- 
facturing, shipbuilding, and steel-making enterprise conducted 
by tliis company. The Elswick Works at Newcastle-on-Tyne 
were foimded in 1847 by William George Armstrong, of 
hydraulic crane and " Armstrong " gun fame, who was raised 
to the Peerage in 1887 as Baron Armstrong, of Cragside, and 
who died in 1900.

Armstrong, Whitworth & Co., Ltd., have shipyards at Elswick 
and Walker-on-Tyne, and ammunition works at Erith-on- 
Thames ; while in Italy the Annstrong PozzuoU Co., Ltd., has 



works at PozzuoU, near Naples, possessing faciUties upon a 
large scale for ordnance manufacture. Sir W. G. Armstrong, 
Whitworth & Co., Ltd., employ, on an average, about 30,000 
men. They rank with the greatest makers of ordnance and 
builders of warships ; and their enormous and varied output 
also embraces passenger and merchant vessels of many kinds, 
ice-breakers, steel forgings, tool steel, castings, armour plates, 
electric and hydraulic cranes, capstans, dock gates, coal 
transporters, motor wagons and motor cars, electric dynamos, 
electric motors and engines, general electrical appliances, 
armaments, ammunition, and constructional steel work. The 
industry in its entirety is nothing less than a national asset, and 
its products have a universal renown. At the head of the 
administration, as chairman of the companj'. is Sir Andrew 
Noble, Bart., K.C.B., F.R.S., our foremost authority on 
balUstics, who has been associated with the Elswick Works for 
over half a century, and whose name, it has been well said, is

Sometimes a great trade or industry finds its epitome in a 
single representative business. The history of the house of 
Messrs. I. & R. Morley, for example, is practically that of the 
manufacture of hosiery in England during the period of its 
greatest and most progressive activity. It • dates from the 
year 1789, when the brothers John and Richard Morley com- 
menced their dealings at Nottingham in hosiery made in the 
cottages of the local knitters. Anon, the resources of the 
cottage industries began to prove inadequate to the demands 
of a fast-growing business, and the Morleys, faced with the 
problem of supply, found its solution in the " factory system." 
They added manufacturing to their merchanting, and the 
story of their house thenceforward records the upbuilding of 
a conunercial and industrial organisation predominant in its 
own domain. In 1809 the London house was opened — first 
in Russia Row, Milk {street, whence the firm soon moved to 
Lad Lane. There they began that gradual absorption of 
adjacent property which has culminated in the immense group 
of warehouses now occupied by them in Wood Street and its 
vicinity. Within the walls of this huge pile vast stocks are 
held, comprising twenty-one departments, of which the follow- 
ing are the most important :— Silk, hose, plain, cotton, and 
wool hose, ribbed hose, men's hose and half hose, children's 
socks, merino vmderwear, woollen imderwear, cotton tmder- 
wear, fancy woollen hosiery, all makes of Enghsh and foreign 
gloves, haberdashery, vmibrellas, neckwear, ties and braces, 
shirts; collars, flarmels, blankets, and rugs. Of the volume 
of business dealt with here some idea can be gathered 
from the fact that 3000 letters as the first morning's mail 
would not be considered extraordinary, while as many as 
10,000 entries have been made in the ledgers in a single 
day. The Nottingham warehouse of the firm stands in 
Fletcher Gate, at the corner of .Warser Gate, and is a 
veritable hive of industry. It is the centre of control for 
the factories, and of collection for their products and those 
of the many outdoor workers in Nottingham and its neigh- 
bouring villages whose industry and skill are utilised by the 
firm. Messrs. Morley's factories number seven in the Mid- 
lands ; one in London (Golden Lane, for shirts, neckwear, 
and umbrellas) ; and one at Grenoble, the centre of the French 
glove industry. Their very important glove trade also has 



its special houses in Worcestershire, and in Germany, Belgium 
and Italy. General commercial f acihties of value in connection 
with the firm's world-wide interests are afforded by offices 
at Paris, BerHn, Brussels, Copenhagen, and Geneva, and at 
Adelaide, Melbourne. Sydney, Brisbane, Welhngton, Cape Town. 
Johannesburg, and Montreal. Not less than 9000 persons find 
emplo5anent in various capacities, indoor and outdoor, in the 
service of this eminent house. Despite the magnitude of its 
undertakings, the house of Morley has always preserved the 
constitution of a private firm and the nature of a " family " 
enterprise. Three sons of Mr. John Morley (the elder of the 
founders) came into the firm as partners in 1831, after pre- 
paratory training in the business. They were Messrs. John, 
WiUiam, and Samuel Morley, and one of them (Samuel, the 
youngest) was destined to stand out as a distinguished figure 
in the life of his time. The friend and poUtical associate of 
Cobden, Bright, and Gladstone, he represented Nottingham 
in Parhament from 1865 tmtil 1868, and one of the divisions 
of Bristol from 1868 until 1885. His munificence in philan- 
thropy was as marked as his zealous interest in social questions ; 
and it is said of him, in the " Dictionary of National Bio- 
graphy," that " his numberless pubUc and private acts of 
charity made him undoubtedly one of the most signal bene- 
factors of his generation." The retirement of Mr. John 
Morley (senior) in 1840, was followed two years later by that 
of his son, Mr. William Morley, leaving Mr. Richard Morley, 
Mr. John Morley (junior), and Mr. Samuel Morley as the 
partners in the firm. In 1855 Mr. Richard Morley died, and 
three of his sons, Messrs. Benjamin, James, and Arthur Morley 
took their father's place. Mr. John Morley (junior) retired 
in the same year, and Mr. Arthvu: Morley died in i860. From 
the latter year Mr. Samuel Morley was to a large extent in 
sole control of the business. On his death (1886) he was 
succeeded by his sons, Mr. Samuel Hope Morley (now Lord 
Hollenden), Mr. Howard Morley, and Mr. Charles Morley. 
The last-named gentleman retired not long afterwards, and 
the present heads of the house are Lord Hollenden and Mr. 
Howard Morley, with whom are now associated as partners 
the Hon. Geoffrey Hope Morley and the Hon. Claude Hope 
Morley (sons of Lord Hollenden), and Mr. Charles Morley (his 
nephew) .

For over three-quarters of a century the Parkhead Forge and 
Steel Works at Glasgow have been numbered among the great 
industrial institutions of Scotland, and their ever-increas- 
ing activity and ever-widening fame during that period have 
had few parallels in the annals of engineering and metalliurgy. 
Founded in 1835, these works were soon afterwards taken 
over by Mr. David Napier, who saw in them a desirable ad- 
junct to his shipbuilding establishment -at Lancefield, and 
turned them to good account in that connection. I^ittle did 
he imagine, we may be sure, that in his early development of 
the resources of Parkhead he was laying down there the founda- 
tion of interests which would one day, in their turn, absorb 
his own historic shipyard and give it the enormously extended 
lease of Ufe and usefulness it has now found in Messrs. Beard- 
more's vast new works at Dalmuir. Of this, more anon. 
Under the Napier rSgime the Parkhead works had their share 
in advancing the modern steamship, for here was turned out 
a great deal of work appertaining to the construction and 
equipment of the early Cimarders and other ocean Uners built 
at Lancefield. After a quarter of a century of steady develop- 
ment in this way, the works were transferred by Mr, Napier 
to Mr. Wilham Rigby (the inventor of the Rigby steam 
hammer), and Mr. William Beardmore, father of the present 
Chairman of Messrs. Wilham Beardmore & Co., I,td. The 
co-partnership of Messrs. Rigby and Beardmore brought about 
further marked extensions in all branches of the business, and 
continued until the retirement of Mr. Rigby, when the firm- 
name of W. & I. Beardmore was assumed. The " forward " 
policy initiated and adhered to at this time placed Parkhead 
in the forefront of contemporary capacity as regards the 
treatment of exceptionally large forgings, such as Ene-shafts 
and crank shafts for steamships, and as long since as the 
" sixties " of last century crank-Shafts for war and merchant 
vessels were turned out here which weighed up to 32 tons in 
the rough. The equipment of the machine shops was always 
abreast (perhaps even in advance) of the times, and fore- 
shadowed the still greater wonders of mechanical organi- 
sation which now amaze the visitor to the Parkhead works. 
Mr. W. Beardmore died in 1877, and Mr. I. Beardmore 
carried on the industry in conjunction with his brother's 
trustees until 1886, when Mr. William Beardmore (now Sir 
Wilham Beardmcjre, Bart., chairman of the present com- 
pany) took over the complete control, and the style of the firm 
was changed to that of Wilham Beardmore & Co. At 
once another new era of expansion and progress was in- 
augurated, the first sign of which was the addition of the 
armour and ordnance departments that have since become 
one of the greatest features of Messrs. Beardmore's varied 
activities. The increased demand for such material as steel 
plates, for ship-building and boiler-making, was met by pur- 
chase, in 1905, of the well-known steel works at Mossend, 
formerly belonging to the Summerlees and Mossend Iron and 
Steel Co., Limited: Considerable sums have since been ex- 
pended in enlarging the Mossend works, and instalhng there 
what is considered by many experts the most modern, com- 
plete, and up-to-date plant for steel plate production now at 
work in this country. From the early association of Parkhead 
with ship-work, it was perhaps only natural that striking 
developments in that direction should one day ensue. These 
first manifested themselves in 1900, when Messrs. Wilham 
Beardmore & Co. definitely embarked upon a programme of 
shipbuilding and marine engineering enterprise, the scope of 
which has not yet by any means had its hmits defined. They 
acquired in that year the old-estabhshed and historically 
lamous shipbuilding and engineering business of Robert 
Napier & Sons, which had been carried on at Govan for a very 
long period, and in which many men who achieved eminence 
in the domain of naval construction served their terms of 
probation. In 1904, Messrs. Beardmore transferred this 
vmdertaking, " lock, stock and barrel," to Dalmuir, a point 
on the Clyde about eight miles nearer the sea than Glasgow ; 
and there, upon a property extending now to 103 acres, they 
planned and estabUshed one of the very largest and best 



equipped shipbuilding and engineering works in the United 
Kingdom. Thus, with the vast metallurgical and mechanical 
resources of Parkhead and Mossend under their own control 
and available for every need that such resources can supply, 
the company stand to-day in a position to construct and fully 
equip from their own works war vessels of every type (in- 
cluding the largest and most powerful battleships, with their 
ordnance), as well as the finest modern mail steamships and 
cargo vessels of the largest dimensions. Soon after the pur- 
chase of the Napier business, it was decided to give a Umited 
UabiUty constitution to the firm of Wilham Beardmore & Co., 
in order that the now greatly extended undertakings might 
enjoy the administrative and other advantages whidi such a 
constitution would confer. Accordingly, in January, 1902, 
the present company was registered, with a Board of Directors, 
the members of which are now as follows : — Sir William 
Beardmore, Bart, (chairman) , Albert Vickers, Esq. , Sir A. Trevor 
Dawson, the Marquis of Graham, C.B., C.V.O., and Colonel 
James Smith-Park, M.V.O. Mr. D. Girdwood is secretary to 
the company, the registered offices of which are at 36, Victoria 
Street, London, S.W. The foregoing notes offer an outhne 
(no more than that being possible here) of the history of a 
concern which embraces to-day not one industry, but a 
congeries of industries, occupying with the works and ship- 
yards pertaining thereto an aggregate area of over 250 acres 
of land, and giving employment in its manifold operations to 
no fewer than 12,000 men.

It is well known that a standard of excellence probably unsur- 
passed anjrwhere else is attained in Scotland in tiie manufacture 
of table waters ; and the fact is notably illustiated in the 
productions of the firm of Messrs. Bailey, Clark & Co., Ltd., 
of Glasgow, Edinburgh and Prestwick.

Prom 
this it was only a step (and an almost inevitable one) to 
Priestley's achievement, in 1772, of Uberating carbonic acid 
gas from chalk, and forcing it into water. With the practical 
application of that idea the aerated water trade — one of the 
world's vast industries of to-day — had its birth ; and as time 
passed, on and the trade grew in commercial significance, 
mechanical as well as chemical skill was pressed into its service! 
As Scottish chemists had their part in arriving at the scientific 
basis on which aerated water manufacture rests, so Scottish 
business enterprise has contributed enormously to subsequent

I<ONG famous in the domain of marine engineering and naval 
construction, the name of Thornycroft still maintains its high 
renown in that connection, while adding thereto in these later 
years a further celebrity in regard to the new era of motor 
traction and propulsion, with its wonderful developments, 
both on land and at sea. Looking back to the early days of 
this great concern, we find distinction coming to it first through 
the initiative of its founder in establishing new standards of 
naval efficiency. Sir John I. Thornycroft's achievements in 
this direction have been of an epoch-making character, and 
might well be the theme of a volume. Compressing into the 
briefest space the outstanding facts in the firm's history, from 
the time of their estabUshment at Chiswick in 1876 down to 
recent date, we get the following unique record :— First 
torpedo-boat ever built ; first torpedo-boat destroyer with 
reciprocating machinery; first torpedo-boat destroyer with 
turbine machinery ; first torpedo-boat destroyer with oil fuel 
boilers ; first destroyers to attain speeds of '30, 32, and 35^ 
knots per hour ; first motor-boat to attain 35 J knots ; first 
motor-boat to attain 50 knots ; first destroyer to be fitted 
with motors and turbines. It will be seen from this remark- 
able list that " Thornycroft's " are intimately connected with 
the progress of the motor boat.

metal-working sections. All operations at Messrs. Cashmore's 
works are full of interest for the lover of fine art-craftsman- 
ship, and the process of making a garden figure was described 
in detail (with illustrations) in a very interesting article which 
appeared in Country Life March 7, 1914. A lead or bronze 
figure passes through many processes from the time when the 
model is made full size in clay — a sketch model having pre- 
viously been made in wax to faciUtate full study of the 
balance and composition of the subject. After the case has 
been made in plaster, the clay model is torn out, this process 
being termed " waste moulding." Inside the hollow case 
a skeleton framework is then prepared, and plaster is 
run into the mould, the casing being afterwards chipped 
away from the model. The model then goes to the 
moulding shops, where it is bedded in specially pre- 
pared sand, which can be pressed into " cores " roxmd the 
model, allowing folds of drapery, curves of hair, and other 
details, to be accurately reproduced in the matrix. After 
the several cores have been drawn away from tliis model, 
leaving the latter free to be removed from the mould, an 
inside sand core remains, which is cut down by hand. A 



preparing the cores. Everything has to be done with extreme 
nicety and exactitude, in order to avoid damage when the 
moulding box is closed down, and generally to ensure a result 
free from flaw or blemish. When, at length, the casting has 
set, the sand is broken away, and the figure emerges, ready for 
the fitter, chaser, and finisher. There could be no better 
testimony to the skill with which all such operations as the 
foregoing are carried out at Messrs. H. W. Cashmore & Co.'s 
works than the beauty of the effects obtained, whereby so 
extensive a demand has been created for their artistic pro- 
ductions in this and other countries.

The history of constructional engineering offers few records 
comparable to that of the world-known firm named at the 
head of this brief notice. Founded in 1868 by Mr. (afterwards 
Sir) WiUiam Arrol, who was destined to prove himself the 
greatest bridge builder of his period, the business now con- 
ducted under the style of Sir WilUam Arrol & Co., limited, 
had its inception upon a small scale. Its development, how- 
ever, was so rapid that it soon outgrew the accommodation 
available at the original premises, off the London Road, 
Glasgow, and a new site was accordingly found, not far distant, 
upon which the nucleus of the present vast Dahnarnock Iron 
Works was laid down. These works now cover some seventeen 
acres of ground, and employ a staff of 1500 ; while their 
equipment embraces every requisite of powerful modern plant 
for the wide range of structiural and mechanical work with 
which the name of Sir William Arrol & Co., Ltd., is identified. 
Of the many important constructional undertakings that have 
been carried out by the firm, one of the earUesf was the 
Caledonian Railway Bridge, spanning the Clyde at Bothwell. 
Subsequently, they were entrusted with the ironwork of the 
CarUsle Central Station (one of the notable railway stations 
of Britain) ; and the construction of the Caledonian Railway 
Bridge over the Qyde, at the Broomielaw, Glasgow, followed 
soon afterwards. It was in connection with this bridge that 
Mr. WilUam Arrol (as he then was) invented his celebrated 
hydrauUc riveting machine, which continues to be one of the 
special productions of Sir William Arrol & Co., Ltd. The 
next great work of the firm was the construction of the Tay 
Bridge, replacing the one which had been destroyed by a 
hurricane on December 28, 1879. The new Tay Bridge 
(designed by Mr. W. H. Barlow) was commenced in 1882 and 
opened for traffic in June, 1887. In its construction Mr. 
Arrol employed the floating pontoon for building piers, which 
he had devised and used with success when erecting a viaduct 
over the South Esk at Montrose. What must be regarded as 
the magnum opus of the firm of Arrol, is the great railway 
bridge across the Firth of Forth, constructed by them in 



seven years to the plans of Sir John Fowler and Sir Benjamin 
Baker. Of this bridge it has been said that it is in not a few 
respects without parallel. Its erection involved the creation 
of special machinery and the adoption of novel and highly 
ingenious plans of working, and the huge structiure now so 
famiHar to the travelling pubhc, is well described as " one of 
the greatest marvels and grandest successes of modern 
engineering." The Forth Bridge was opened on March 4, 
1890, by the Prince of Wales (later. King Edward VII.), and 
on that occasion Mr. WilUam Arrol received the honour of 
knighthood. Another tmique bridge with which the name 
of Arrol is associated is the Tower Bridge, London, opened in 
1894 ; and the firm have also carried out (amongst many other 
works) the construction of numerous bridges in the colonies 
(as, for example, the one across the Hawkesbruy River, 
Sydney, N.S.W., 2800 feet in length), besides the main viaducts 
and several of the swing bridges of the Manchester Ship Canal. 
Bridge-building remains in the forefront of Messrs. Arrol's 
operations ; but they are also famed as makers of hydrauUc 
machinery, including Arrol's Patent HydrauUc Riveting 
Machines (already mentioned) ; and at their Crane Department 
they turn out all types of electric, steam, and hand cranes, 
transporters, and equipment for shipyards, railways, harbours, 
and steel works.

Sir WilUam Arrol died in February, 1913, but there were 
already associated with him in the administration of the 
company's affairs able and experienced men of high technical 
and commercial quaUfications ; and this great concern, which 
ranks with the foremost of its kind in the world, is continued 
to-day with every mark of capacity and success by a Directorate 
consisting of Mr. Andrew S. Biggart (Chairman), Mr. John 
Hunter (Managing Director), Sir Thomas Mason, Mr. Thomas 
Arrol, Mr. Adam Hunter, and Mr. Henry Cunningham.

For more than two hundred years the name of Peace has been 
associated with the steel, saw and file, and edge-tool making 
industries of Sheffield.

The directors of the company now are : Phebe 
Plather (Mrs. W. T. Plather), David Plather (the younger), 
and Gerald Darwin Plather. It will be seen that the concern 
has had the advantage of a continuity of management and 
control in the same family throughout its long career. The 
many who hold (as -we do) that the influence of heredity is 
often a strong factor in commercial achievement, can find 
justification for their -\dews in the success which continues 
to attend this typical Sheffield business.

Knill & Grant have particularly important relations with 
vSpain, Portugal, Italy, Sicily, France, Egypt, Australasia, 
Canada, and South America ; and their sales are attended by 
leading buyers from all parts of the United Kingdom, amongst 
whom they have long maintained connections enabling them 
to secure a ready and advantageous outlet for the superior 
quaUties of produce that regularly pass through their hands.

interest. Mr. Marchant, in 1886, entered the chief establish- 
ment, in Paris, of the world-known house of Goupil & Co. 
That eminent firm had a London house of which he became 
manager in 1898, and three years later (1901) he took over 
on his own account that department of the business which he 
has since conducted and further successfully developed on 
the lines now so famiUar to the many patrons of the Goupil 
Gallery. We have thus one of the few instances of an impor- 
tant foreign business of this kind becoming an English one, in 
point of proprietorship as well as of location; and Mr.

It was 
Mr. Marchant who in this way introduced the pictures of 
Le Sidaner to the British pubUc in 1902, and he has since 
performed similar service on behalf of other gifted artists, his 
policy of paying special attention to the yoimger and rising 
men being consistently adhered to. Broadly, the Goupil 
Gallery is a recognised centre for interesting and distinctive 
exhibitions of modern pictures, and for the sale of works by 
living artists, for which it may be said to ofEer every faciUty 
in consequence of the large patronage it attracts at all seasons. 
Works by French and Dutch painters of the Romanticist 
movement have also been featured here, with those of modern 
British artists working in the same spirit. Mr. Marchant's 
aim, however, is to give wide scope to the real, oncoming talent 
of the period, and thus to maintain that general high level of 
interest which has been the passport of the Goupil Gallery to 
popularity in the best sense of the term. In this connection 
may be mentioned the now famous series of Exhibitions of 
Modern Art inaugurated in 1906 by Mr. Marchant under the 
title of The Goupil Gallery Salon.

To those who bear in mind the fact that the excellence of 
English organ-btiilding was recognised as long since as the 
Middle Ages, it must be a source of gratification to reflect that

A FASCINATING volume might be written on the subject of those 
business houses of London to which the term " historic " may- 
be justifiably appUed ; and it is a matter for surprise that no 
chronicler, seeking a theme out of the common, has aUghted 
upon this one, and treated it as it deserves. To write, for 
instance, of the firm of Messrs. Berry Bros. & Co., of St. 
James's Street, merely as a leading representative of the wine 
and spirit trade in the West End, would be to fall far short 
of all that the records of this old and notable business offer to 
the historian. It is not in their commercial aspect alone 
that metropoUtan business houses of this class have an interest 
for the public of to-day, but also in the personal andpecuUarly 
local associations which ding to many of them, and often 
lend a touch of romance to the matter-of-fact annals of trading 
activity. For our own part we confess inability to do even 
approximate justice in lie space here at our disposal to the 
time-honoured business we have chosen as our present subject ;

and if we treat of it at all it is because of the distinctive cha- 
racteristics which must claim for it some notice in any such 
review as The Business World. A period of nearly three 
hundred years is covered by the history of this celebrated 
St. James's Street establishment, which (with necessary 
structural alterations, of course, from time to time) has existed 
upon the same spot, and practically under the same roof, ever 
since the early years of the seventeenth century. That monarch 
who has been styled " the wisest fool in Christendom " sat 
on the Throne of Britain when one Pickering laid the founda- 
tion of the business, little dreaming, we may imagine, that it 
would attain to sudi longevity, or that his own name would 
in the fulness of time be commemorated in Pickering Place, 
the small adjoining coiurt, up which Messrs. Berry Bros. & 
Co.'s premises extend from St. James's Street. Of this 
Pickering a good deal might be written, if space permitted, 
for it is apparent that he was " a man of parts," and one gifted 
above his coiitemporaries in trade with the instincts of pro- 
gressive enterprise. As evidence of this we have the long- 
accepted belief that it was at " Pickering's " (in the very house 
occupied to-day by Messrs. Berry Bros. & Co.) that tea (by 
the pound) and Virginia tobacco were first sold to the public 
in London. It may be surmised that Pickering engaged in 
the wine trade also, to which, eventually, his successors gave 
undivided attention ; and in Stuart times the business must 
have been well-nigh the only one of its kind (or, indeed, of 
any kind) in a district which then bordered upon the western 
fields, and virtually marked the limit of London's growth in 
that direction. It passed (after a period under the style of 
Pickering & Clarke) into the hands of the firm of Browne & 
Son ; and in 1800 the name of Berry first appears in the 
records of the house, Mr. George Berry, nephew of the last 
Browne, becoming proprietor at that time. Later, the title 
of Berry Bros. & Co. (still retained) wa^ adopted ; and at the 
present time the firm consists of Mr. Francis Lawrence Berry 
and Mr. Charles Walter Berry, great-grandsons of the above- 
mentioned George Berry. While very few businesses in any 
branch of trade can show a record dating back to the days of 
James I., this one has an additional distinction which may 
perhaps be claimed as unique, inasmuch as it is believed to 
be the oldest in the country that has had a continuous exist- 



ence at one address. Noteworthy alst) is the fact (rare enough 
to be specially remarked upon), that the unbroken family 
connection of its proprietors has covered a century and a half, 
and is still maintained, with prospect of continuance. The 
shop-front at Messrs. Berry's was added to the premises in 
the reign of Queen Anne, and is an interesting survival of that 
long-past age, ere yet the resistless westward march of business 
had claimed St. James's for its own. In the shop there hangs 
a pair of very ancient beam scales, and aroimd this prosaic 
apparatus one might weave a story peopled with the West 
End notabiUties of a hundred and fifty years. The scales 
themselves are older than that (quite two centuries have sped 
since their maker turned them out brand new), but since 1765 
they have been especially dedicated to the purpose of weighing

customers and visitors. The weighing records, now comprising 
over 25,000 entries, have been carefully kept and include 
those of many members of the English, French, and other 
Royal and Imperial Families, and of the aristocracy of this 
country, being particularly rich in entries relating to famous 
personahties of the Regency period. Among the most notable 
names of the past whidi appear in this unique register, there 
may be seen the following : five sons of George III., viz. the 
Duke of York, the Duke of Kent, the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Duke of Clarence (afterwards King WilHam IV.), and the Duke 
of Cumberland ; also Prince William of Gloucester, the Due 
d'Orleans, 1789 (Phiiippe Egalite), and Louis PhiUppe (1826), 
the Due de Berri, the Comte de Beaujolais, Prince Louis 
Napoleon (afterwards Napoleon III), Lord Byron, " Beau " 
Brummel, the Duke of Queensbury (" Old Q."), the Earl of 
Chesterfield, Warren Hastings, George Selwyn, Lord Brougham, 
Lord Melbourne, Spencer Percival, Thomas Erskine, Charles 
James Fox, and Edmimd Burke. Records occur of the weights 
of five or six successive generations of many well-known 
families, including numerous celebrities and personages of 
eminence, European and Oriental. For obvious reasons, 
details of these are withheld during their lifetime. From the 
foregoing the reader will doubtless be able to form a fair con- 
ception of the class of business with which the name of Messrs.

Soap-making is an industry with a longer record than many 
might suppose, though it is only within comparatively modern 
times that it has attained the advanced condition of which 
we see evidence in the operations and productions of such an 
estabUshment as the Clyde Soap Company's works, in Peters- 
hill Road, Glasgow.

What may very properly be termed one 
pharmacies of Ivondon, is conducted at the above address under 
the widely -known names which furnish the title for this sketch. 
Men of note and eminence in the pharmaceutical world have 
been successively concerned with its management and develop- 
ment, and the effect of their policy and personality is seen 
to-day in the fact that the house of John Bell & Croyden, 
Limited, enjoys a reputation extending to every quarter of 
the globe. It was in 1798 that John Bell estabUshed himself 
as a chemist at 225, Oxford Street, and thus laid the founda- 
tion upon which his successors were to build so well in after 
years. His venture prospered in his own time, and he handed 
it on to his son, Jacob, who was destined to advance its fortunes 
in a marked degree. The name of Jacob Bell appears upon 
the roll of Members of ParUament for St. Albans, which con- 
stituency he represented in the early Victorian period. Mean- 
while, it was through his efiorts that the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain was founded in 1841, obtaining its 
Charter two years later ; and, as was only fitting, he became 
President of that Society, and continued throughout his life 
the active and zealous interest in its objects which had 
prompted him to promote and accompUsh its inception. 
Another notable name in the same connection was that of the 
late Mr. Thomas Hyde Hills, who succeeded Jacob Bell as head 
of the pharmaceutical firm of John- Bell & Co. at the original 
address in Oxford Street, and who also filled the Presidential 
chair of the Pharmaceutical Society.

In the commercial development of South Africa, the local 
coalfields have already been a powerful factor, and their 
influence may be counted upon to increase. The province of 
Natal yields some of the best coal raised in the Union, that 
from the mines of the company named above being found 
admirably suited to the purposes of navigation, and for general 
steam-raising use.

The following 
particulars are derived from a report on the properties dated 
1907 :— There were at that time 832 acres standing in pillars 
all proved, and 770 acres which it was considered positive 
contained the same seams. The tonnage of coal per acre being 
7260 tonst there was thus shown to be an ahready proved 
quantity of 6,040,000 tons, with a practically certain further 



1907, approximately 
970,000 tons have been taken ; and if the coal remaining is 
extracted at the present yearly rate (the average for the last 
three years has been about 265,000 tons per annum), there 
would be a 25 years' supply of coal in these farms alone. 
It is considered that, out of the area of the remaining 
eight farms, 5029 acres can be reckoned to hold the same 
seams, giving a further coal-bearing area which would repre- 
sent an addition of 122 years to the life of the mine, on the 
present basis of annual output. The workings now being 
operated yield a coal which lasts well, raises steam quickly, 
and is noticeably free from chnker. It is now in extensive 
use in the stokeholds of a number of liijes of steamships trading 
to South African ports, and figures prominently in the Natal 
bunkering trade ; while its consumption for railway and 
industrial purposes is also large, and attended with satis- 
factory effect. In view of the manifest importance of deve- 
loping at every point the coal-producing resources of the 
Empire, the enterprise of the Durban Navigation Collieries, 
Limited, is noteworthy.

An art industry of distinctive character and exceptional 
interest is carried on by Messrs. H. C. Cleaver, lyimited, who 
have been highly successful in reviving the beauties of the 
most admired styles of old-time decorative woodwork, and 
adapting them to present-day architectural - and structural 
conditions.

Through an association of over a century with tlie manu- 
facture of pencils, the world-known house of Messrs. E. Worn

British industry. We say " characteristic " because, although 
the name of Wolff is so especially famous m this connection, 
the British pencil trade itself is even older than the firm whicn, 
under that name, has played so great a part in its development. 
Some writers go so far as to attribute an Enghsh origin to the 
black-lead pencil, and they are supported by the ancient 
renown of the Borrowdale lead mines, near Keswick, whence 
for nearly three centuries, came the finest graphite the world 
had up to that time known for pencil-making.

RoTHERHAM, with an ancient historj- of its own, and memories 
of not a few old-time Yorkshire wortiiies, has a modern associa- 
tion, both intimate and influential, with the great metallurgical 
industries of the HaUamshire district. Among its iron and 
steel working establishments, the distinction of being at once 
the oldest and the most extensive of its class belongs to the 
celebrated Park Gate Works. These works have grown to 
great magnitude and importance from quite small beginnings. 
Between 1823, the date of their inception, and 1864, when 
they were purchased by the present company, they passed 
through several hands. At one time they were known as the 
Birmingham Tinplate Works, and later they were controlled 
by Messrs. Samuel Beale & Co., from whom the works were 
acquired by the Park Gate Iron and Steel Company. At 
that time the chief manufacture was iron rails for the home 
and foreign railways. Here the original trials were made 
of ironstone from Frodingham, in I,incolnshire ; and it is 
interesting to record that rails were suppUed for the Metro- 
politan R.ailway, London, with case-hardened heads, by which 
method their durabiUty was so increased that they remained 
in use for many years. The Bessemer process revolu- 
tionised rail-making, and after its general introduction at 
other works, the Park Gate Works underwent adaptation, on 
the Unes, however, of the Siemens-Martin Open Hearth process, 
leading gradually to the immense system of pig-iron, steel 
ingot, and steel plate, sheet and bar production, with which the 
establishment is to-day identified. During Messrs. Beale's 
regime, plate mills had been erected here ; and very large 
they were, for their time, the aim of the firm being to meet the 
demand then arising for larger plates for constructional 
purposes than had hitherto been used. Thus it came about 
that the plates for the famous " Great Eastern " were rolled 
in the Park Gate Mills, which also turned out the first rolled 
armour plates. For a period of nearly five years, rolled 
armour plates were obtainable only from the Park Gate 
Works. Between 1864 and 1888 the attention of the Park 
Gate Iron and Steel Company was confined to the inanu- 
facture of wrought iron. In the latter year the Steel Works 
were completed, and the fitrst cast of steel was made on October 
26th, 1888. Since then there have been many alterations and 
improvements in the works, and with the discontinuance in 
1908 of the wrought-iron manufacture, the industry assumed 
its present scope and character, embracing the following range 
of productions : steel plates for marine, Lancashire, loco- 
motive, land, and other boilers, and for bridge and tank work ; 
steel bars in rounds, squares, flats, angles, tees, and all sections ; 
high tensile steel in plates, sheets, and bars ; slabs and billets 
of dead soft quality and guaranteed carbons ; welding and 
case-hardening steel ; and pig-iron for foundry and forge. 
Of pig-iron, the annual output of the Park Gate Iron and 
Steel Company is 100,000 tons ; of steel ingots, 170,000 tons ; 
of plates, sheets, bars, etc., 100,000 tons. The yearly fuel 
consumption is from 225,000 to 250,000 tons. Between 1500 



and 2000 men are employed at the works. The company's 
plant includes five blast furnaces (three at the Holmes Works, 
near Masbro' Station, and two at Park Gate) ; steel works 
for making both acid and basic steels by the Siemens Open 
Hearth process only ; cogging and slab mills capable of deaUng 
with large ingots up to six tons each, and making slabs from 
36 inches wide by 10 inches thick for rolling plates up to 60 
feet long and 11 J feet wide ; a new 3-liigh plate mill, on the 
Lauth principle, in which plates down to J-inch thick can be 
rolled ; two sheet mills, for rolling sheets down to 16-gauge ; 
and three bar mills, in which bars of almost every section 
can be rolled. The new blast furnaces at Park Gate have 
all the latest improvements ; and the steel works plant is 
Ukewise on the most modern principle, having every up-to-date 
electric and hydraulic accessory, with charging machines and 
travelling and other cranes, to facilitate deaUng with the 
Hquid metal from the blast furnaces, and charging the melting 
furnaces, of which latter there are four of 40-tons capacity, 
four of 50 tons, and two of 60 tons. The capacity of the 
mixer is 200 tons. The platform of the melting furnaces is 
700 feet long and 72 feet wide. All the arrangements for 
transport and handling are most complete. A battery of 28 
Wilson producers, consuming about 900 tons of fuel per week; 
makes the gas necessary for working the Siemens and other 
furnaces and the soaking pits for re-heating the ingots: An 
interesting feature of the works is the complete manner in 
which use is made of what has previously been regarded as 
waste products. A portion of the gas from the Blast Furnaces 
is used in Gas Blowing Engines, and the surplus is burnt under 
Babcock Boilers,, and provides a large amount of high pressure 
steam for the Rolling Mill Engines. In addition, the exhaust 
steam from the engines is now collected and employed in operat- 
ing twoJI^ed Pressure Turbines of 1000 K.W. each, and suppUes 
the el^ motive power for the works, as well as allowing 

a mar^^, jr future development. The works also possess 
complete chemical laboratories and mechanical testing apph- 
ances. The Park Gate products enjoy a very high reputa- 
tion. The Brand, " P.G. Yorkshire," carries its own 
credentials in all markets, and the fact that the company 
suppUes steel to the Admiralty, the War Office, the Board of 
Trade, Lloyds, and the English and Foreign Railways attests 
the manner in which its standards are maintained, to the 
fulfilment of the most exacting requirements. The company's 
affairs are administered with the judgment and capability 
befitting so important and t3rpical a concern by a directorate 
at the head of which is Charles Markham, Esq., J. P. His 
colleagues on the board are W. B. M. Bird, Esq., A. W. Dixon, 
Esq., Douglas Vickers, Esq., J. P., and Henry Westlake, Esq., 
J. P. Mr. T. E. Dodgson is the general manager; Mr. P. 
Phillips is secretary and commercial manager ; and the 
registered office is at Park Gate Works, Rotherham.

Census of England and Wales and Scotland gave it the requisite 
opportunity to prove its practical worth in the pubUc service 
of this country, and all the statistics of that Census were 
produced by the aid of the company's machines.

is practically no class of business to which it is not apphcable, 
and the larger and more complex the field of work concerned, 
the more valuable are the results in saving of time and labour, 
and in obviating error. The Hollerith Tabulating Machine is 
a mechanical mathematician, capable of dealing with a multi- 
plicity of data derived from the preliminary sources of the 
card punching and sorting machines, which are essential to 
the system, and are charged with the work of preparing the 
material for ultimate tabulation. Certain cards are utilised 
in the punching machines, each card having printed upon it 
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what are technically termed " fields "—a " field " representing 
any desired classification of data, according to the special 
needs of the business. In these " fields " (which consist of 
vertical columns, appropriately headed), series of numerals 
are printed in accordance with ascertained requirements. 
By means of the punching machine (a very simple but 
highly practical apparatus), records are made in any or all 
of the " fields " on the card, by punching out the necessary 
numerals. The cards afterwards go to the wonderfully 
ingenious electrical sorting machine, which deals with them 
at the rate of 13,000 per hour for each column sorted ; 
and the operation of sorting may be repeated until all the 
fields upon the cards have been taken care of. When a 
sorting is completed, the cards are ready for the tabulating 
machine, which is the crowning feature of the system. Tliis 
apparatus is quite a marvellous piece of electro-mechanism, 
yet is by no means compUcated. It possesses counters up to 
five in number (the number being regulated by requirements), 
each one of which is controlled by the holes punched in the 
corresponding Statistical or Adding field, on the card. The 
cards are stacked in the magazine and fed down one by 
one, at a speed of 9,000 per hour, past a series of 
brushes, corresponding to the columns in the Statistical 
or Adding fields, which are connected with the counters. 
The brushes establish electric contacts through the holes in 
the card, and control the recording on the counters of the 
quantities and amounts, etc., punched out. Dials announce 
the totals to the operator after the cards have passed through 
the machine, and all he has to do is to make his record of the 
result on the forms provided for the purpose. All the apparatus, 
from the punching machine to the tabulator, can be operated 
by junior clerks, no special skill being necessary. The skill 
is all in the system and its apphances, and they provide the 
means of recording, classifying, and bringing into accessible 
aggregation with astonishing rapidity, all manner of statistical 
data, giving greatly increased detail of analysis, absolute 
accuracy, and that economy of expense which is the desidera- 
tum par excellence in modem business routine. The adapta- 
bility of the Hollerith system is as remarkable as its actual 
efficacy and accuracy. It is invaluable in cost accounting, 
and in all commercial undertakings where close and exact 
analysis of manifold details is required. Very often a great 
deal depends upon such analysis being available at very short 
notice, and in the speed with which the system brings the 
desired information to Ught one of its strongest recommenda- 
tions consists. It has many a time, moreover, effected savings 
ranging from 30 to 50 per cent., compared with expenditures 
previously incurred for clerical assistance to secure similar 
results. One manufacturer, indeed, has said : " If we were 
to attempt by any other method to keep our costs as accuratel)', 
and as up-to-the-minute, as we now do with the Hollerith 
system, the cost would be fully five times as great as now, 
and the figures would not be so reliable." These striking 
words may be regarded as a concise summary of the special 
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merits of this method of " Accounting by Electricity," which, 
be it noted, not only ensures increased accuracy, detail and 
speed at decreased expense, but also involves no outlay for 
mstallation. There is only a slight initial expenditure for the 
punches and cards required; the sorting and tabulating 
machines are not sold, but are let on hire by the company 
with the stipulation that the necessary cards for the system 
shall be purchased from them. This latter is an essential 
of satisfaction to the cUent, the cards being prepared by 
the company from special material exactly siiited to the 
purpose, and proved by long test and experience to give 
faultless results. The range of uses to which the Hollerith 
system can be put in statistical compilation, analysis, and 
general accounting, is so wide that it would be impossible 
to treat the matter adequately here. No less than sixty-two 
different industries are using the machines at the present 
time- Business men will be able to appreciate the possi- 
bilities from the following broad indication of the purposes to 
which the machines are now successfully applied in this and 
other countries : auditing freight accounts, computing shop 
costs, engine mileage statistics, sales accounting and analysis,

The production of sheet steel is an important branch of the 
metallurgical industries of ShefEeld, for not only is this material 
very largely used by local manufacturers of various classes 
of goods, but it is also exported hence to many foreign and 
Colonial markets.

The hop trade, long centred in the borough of Southwark, is 
a distinctive branch of London's commercial activity, upon 
the resources of which a great national industry depends for 
the supply of one of its most important requirements.

For the best part of two centuries, book-lovers have found 
a centre of interest at 29, New Bond Street, where now the 
firm of Messrs. Elhs, widely known as dealers in old and rare 
books, continue the bookselling business which had its incep- 
tion here in 1728 under the auspices of John Brindley.

He enjoyed Royal 
patronage ; and it was to him that the Society for the En- 
couragement of Learning apphed when about to arrange for 
the sale of its publications. His letter, expressing his readi- 
ness to act as the Society's bookseller, is preserved in the 
MSS. Department of the British Museum. In succession to 
Brindley (who died in 1758), came James Robson, during 
whose r&gime the business was very considerably developed. 
His greatest undertaking was the acquisition of the famous 
Pinelli Library, the subsequent sale of which at the Great 
Rooms in Conduit Street occupied over sixty days (1789-1790). 
Robson (who was a friend of Mrs. Thrale, and was one of the 
publishers of the official edition of Dr. Jolinson's works,- 1787) 
retired in 1804, and was succeeded by his former assistant, 
William Fell, who, with a partner, traded as Nornaville & 
Fell. Nornaville, of Nornaville & Pell, was (for those times) 
so prominent and so lavish a purchaser of rare books that the 
rumour went round that he was buying for no less a personage 
than Napoleon Bonaparte. In reaUty, he bought largely for 
the Duke of Devonshire, one of his purchases being the Chats- 
worth copy of the First Folio Shakespeare, which he acquired 
for the then unprecedented price of ^100. In 1830 the firm 
of Nornaville & Fell was succeeded by that of' T. & W 
Boone, who issued many interesting publications, including 
Napier's " Peninsular War," and who were appointed on the 
death of Mr. Rodd, buyers for the British Museum The 
Boones controlled the business at 29, New Bond Street until 
1872, when they disposed of it to Mr. Frederick Startridge 
Elhs, who took into partnership Mr. David White the fimi 



thereafter trading as Elhs & White until 1885, when Mr. EUis 
retired in consequence of ill-health. In his retirement, at 
Torquay, he devoted himself to literature, making his name 
f amiUar in connection with the pubUcations of the Kelmscott 
Press ; while he maintained an intimate personal association 
with Dante Gabriel Rossetti, WilUam Morris, and Algernon 
Charles Swinburne. He died in 1901, in his seventy -first 
year. The partnership between Mr. F. S. ElUs and Mr. David 
White had terminated in 1884, and on the retirement of Mr. 
ElUs, in 1885, his nephew, Mr. Gilbert Ifold EUis, succeeded 
to the business, taking as a partner Mr. James Perram Scrutton. . 
The latter died in 1886, and his place in the firm was fiUed by 
Mr. Robert Victor Elvey, the title of ElUs & Elvey being then 
adopted. Mr. Elvey retired in 1897, and Mr. Gilbert Ellis 
died in 1902. Since then, the business has been carried on 
by the present partners, Messrs. James Joseph Holdsworth 
and George Smith, of whom The Athencsum, of March 21st, 1903, 
said, they " were' brought up in all the best of the EUis tradi- 
tions, which we expect to be preserved imder their manage- 
ment."

was up the pain had gone. Since that date I have had many 
burns, all of which I have rendered painless by the immediate 
application of a piece of paper. As I do not remember speak- 
ing to any one who knew of this cure, nor having found 
reference made to it in any medical book, I shall feel obliged 
if you will kindly let it be known. Seeing paper is within the 
reach of most folk, when they get a burn they have only to 
remember this Uttle incident to avoid hours of unnecessary 
pain."

The great 
Johann Sebastian Bach was forty-three years old, and had still 
much of his finest work to do. Handel had been in England 
some fifteen or sixteen years only, and was applying his 
mighty genius and ener^es towards the achievement of that 
supreme position wherein he eventually (as Burney says) 
"bestrode the musical world hke a Colossus." "Papa" 
Haydn, who was one day to visit in person the Broadwood 
establishment long located in Great Pulteney Street, was 
vmbom in 1728. The brilHant Mozart and the subhme 
Beethoven were stars of a newer musical firmament, still far 
from their rising. To London, in those early years of the Old 
Georgian Era, came the foimder of the celebrated firm whose 
renown was to increase through all the days of the House of 
Hanover, and extend at length to lands of which he, perhaps, 
had never heard, save in some half -mythical " traveller's 
tale." His name was Burkard Tschudi, and Switzerland 
was his birthplace. He made harpsichords with a skill which 
attracted the attention of Handel, through whom he obtained 
Court patronage, becoming harpischord maker to the then 
Prince of Wales. Tschudi must have " done well " in his 
business avocation to have been enabled to take a house in 
Great Pulteney Street, Golden Square, which was then the 
heart of the fashionable quarter of London. There, however, 
in 1742, he estabUshed lumself at No. 33, and among those 
who came to work with him was the ingenious John Broadwood 
— ^first of his name in the craft in which that name is world- 
known to-day. John Broadwood married the daughter of 
Burkard Tschudi ; became a partner in the business in 1769 ; 
and about four years later, on his father-in-law's death, suc- 
ceeded to the sole proprietorship. " Very expert in his art " 
(says one writer), "he introduced mmierous important im- 
provements into the construction of the new instrument 
destined to render such great service to musical art." The 
reference is, of course, to the pianoforte, of which John Broad- 
wood was one of the earUest pioneers, and which, materially 
aided by the improvements which he initiated, and liis im- 
mediate successor in the firm developed, eventually superseded 
entirely the harpischord, as the latter had in its time ousted 
the older spinet. John Broadwood's name is associated with 
the first " grand " pianoforte made in London, an instrument 
in which he embodied the action devised by Backers with his 
(Broadwood's) assistance. Since then the house of Broadwood 
has held and continuously strengthened its recognised position 
amongst the very foremost of the world's pianoforte manu- 
facturers, and five successive generations of the family, with 
able and zealous associates of other names, have unfailingly 
maintained its distinction. The line of succession may here 
be briefly traced from the foimder to the present time : — (i) 
Burkard Tschudi, 1728 ; (2) John Broadwood (son-in-law), 
partner, 1770; (3) James Tschudi Broadwood (grandson), part- 
ner, 1795 ; (4) Henry Fowler Broadwood (great-grandson), 
partner, 1836 ; (5) Henry John Tschudi Broadwood (great- 
great-grandson), partner, 1881. All contributed in one way 
and another to the uninterrupted advancement of the historic 
business, some especially enhancing the fame of its products 
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by further improvements of eminent musical and practical 
value. Eventually, in 1901, the firm adopted a hmited 
Uabihty constitution for the more convenient and effectual 
handhng of its large interests, and of the company then 
formed the present directors are : Mr. W. H. Leshe (Chair- 
man), Mr. C- E. Heath, Mr. W. H. Spottiswoode, Miss 
Broadwood, and Mr. H. Stuart. By this administrative 
body the affairs of the house are controlled, and its pohcy 
guided, in a spirit at once perfectly in consonance with its high 
traditions, and equally well attuned to the note of latter-day 
progress, to which wisdom will always give ear where business 
interests are involved. Really, however, there is a touch of 
the superfluous in thus alluding to the house of Broadwood's 
" moving with the times." It has moved with nearly two 
centuries of time, and has so led the way in its own domain 
that to find it "up-to-date" to-day is only what any one 
familiar with its record would expect. The world-wide em- 
ployment of Broadwood pianofortes by virtuosi of the greatest 
eminence during the past century and a half, or more, may be 
regarded as a vindication of the firm's theory (a very sound 
one, assuredly), that the fundamental principle of pianoforte 
mechanism should be a simplicity as complete as is consistent 
with real efficiency, and that the less material {i.e. mechanism) 
there is between the player's finger and the pianoforte string, 
the more will his personality manifest itself in his tone. A 
list of the eminent maestri and brilliant executants of all 
nationaUties who have shown a preference for Broadwood 
pianofortes, from the days of Haydn, Storace, Qementi, and 
Samuel Wesley down to the present hoiu:, would fill at least 
a page of this work, and include many of the most famous 
names in musical history. And what these masters of artistic 
effect and interpretation have implied by their patronage and 
approval, the verdict of technical experts has repeatedly con- 
firmed, as witness the numerous high awards granted to 
Broadwood pianofortes in international competition — a First 
Medal, London, 1862 ; Gold Medals at Paris, 1867, at London

mention only a selection from such honours. Needless to say, 
the distinction of Royal patronage has also long been accorded 
to the house of Broadwood, whose instruments are to be found 
at many of the Courts of Europe, as well as in the Royal palaces 
of Great Britain.

BY reason of many unique assoaations and a distinction that 
is as exclusive 83 it is world-wide, this well-known hotel is 
entitled to a prominent place in these pages. It wovld be 
proper to say that, in point of situation a,nd conyemence, as 
well as proximity to the great centres of legislative activity, 
the Westminster Palace Hotel occupies a position entirely 
adapted to the requirements of the high-class clientele hy 
whom it has been long patronised. The bmlding has thus 



1474, and where his first work, " The Game and Play of Chess," 
was produced. Sir Walter Besant, in his " Westminster," 
remarks that " when Victoria Street was cut through, the 
Westminster Palace Hotel was built, either covering the site, 
or effectually hiding it." The former fact is the case, for 
Caxton's House actually stood where, in the existing Entrance 
Hall are now two painted panels, one showidg the outside of 
Caxton's House, the other depicting Caxton displaying his 




appropriately formed a much-favoured rendezvous for members 
of the Legislature, of Convocations, and the numerous atten- 
dants upon Parliamentary Committees. It has also been the 
early temporary home of the founders of the South African 
Chartered Companies, as well as of foreign notables, such as 
the Senators and Deputies of the French Chambers while 
visiting the British House of Commons on the occasion of 
the entente cordiale ; the members of the Russian Duma 
while on their visit to England ; Viscount Shuzo Aoki, an 
early representative to the British Court from Japan (recently 
deceased) ; H.H. Ras Makunan, K.C.M.G., the representa- 
tive of the Emperor Menelik ; the King and the Kateiro 
of Uganda ; and the Alake of Abeakuta. Several important 
Royal Commissions have conferred and deliberated in the 
Conference Rooms reserved for such purposes. It was 
in the largest conference room (now known as "The 
Canada Room ") that the Act of Union, under which all 
British North America except Newfoundland is now united 
under one Government as the Dominion of Canada, was framed, 
this fact being recorded upon a commemorative tablet. Of 
perhaps more immediate historical interest, as affecting the 
records of the ijietropolis itself, is the fact that the hotel 
covers the site of William Caxton's House in the Ahnonry 
in which the first printing press was set up in England, in 



printing press to King Edward IV. and his Queen. Standing 
in Victoria Street, close to Whitehall and ParKament Square, 
and facing Westminster Abbey, the building covers an acre 
of ground, its main frontage to the south extending to some 
300 feet, and its imposing fafade reUeved in the centre by an 
entrance porch of noble proportions. The hotel is situated 
midway between Charing Cross, Waterloo, and Victoria — the 
chief starting places for Paris and the Southern and Continental 
railways. It is the nearest of the great hotels to the Houses 
of Parliament,- the Church House, and the Colonial Government 
Offices ; and is also adjacent to the principal Government 
Offices and engineering institutions. The parks and great 
shopping centres are close at hand, or can be readily reached 
by numerous conveyances which pass the main entrance. In 
keeping with the impressions conveyed by its external appear- 
ance, are the features of elegance and attractive furnishing 
and appointment noted in the various divisions. The Central 
Hall, a copy of the Doges' Palace at Venice, appropriately 
dignifies the entrance, the Italian design of the architecture 
being carried up to the very top of the building. The 
dining-room, some 100 feet long, presents in its handsome 
pillared vista all the desirable aspects featured in the best 
modern hotels. The pubUc rooms — including the reading- and 
sitting-rooms, the writing-room, the dining-room, hall lounge, 
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smoking-room, and billiard-room— are on the ground floor. The 
ladies' drawing-room is upon the first-floor; and there are also 
toilet-rooms for ladies, and, adjacent to the central hall, a hair- 
dressing and perfumery department. The bedrooms, private 
sitting-rooms, and other apartments are all of a character 
which accords most suitably with the tone of quiet refinement 
and comfort that everywhere prevails, and are Uberally pro- 
vided with telephones.

Nearly seventy 
years have passed without untoward incident since the 
present building was opened by Queen Victoria ; and when, 
in 1895, a new apparatus was fitted to the Royal Exchange 
chimes, " There's nae luck aboot the hoose " was very 
wisely retained — ^in defiance of all foreboding — in the hst 
of national airs discoursed to the citizens by the time- 
honoured carillon.

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The old-established wholesale house to which attention is here 
directed is one of the best known of those whose presence in 
St. Paul's Churchyard marks the concentration of a very 
important section of the London textile trade upon that 
portion of the City's most historic ground. Founded about 
1796, in High Street, Borough, by Mr. William Barber, the 
business of Messrs. Howse, Mead & Sons, lyimited, ranks as the 
oldest of its kind in the metropolis, having been identified 
from the first with the trade in woollen cloths. It was trans- 
ferred towards the middle of the nineteenth century to the 
present address, where the premises occupied are of very con- 
siderable antiquity, and give evidence of that fact in more than 
one interesting structural feature. They were built, it is believed 
about 150 years ago, and were formerly devoted to the pur- 
poses of an hotel which was known as the Old French Hotel. 
Although reconstructed in part to adapt it to its modem uses, 
the building still wears an old-time aspect outwardly, and in 
the older portion of the interior the rooms remain practically 
unaltered. For wholesale warehouse purposes the premises 
have proved admirably suited, as the convenient and systematic 
disposition of the large and comprehensive stock they accom- 
modate amply testifies. In so long a period as that covered 
by the history of this business, changes of personnel have been, 
of course, inevitable. The successions in the proprietorship, 
and the alterations of trading title incidental thereto, may 
be briefly indicated as follows : 1796, William Barber (the 
founder) ; 1824, Barber, Davis & Barber ; 1829, Davis, Barber 
& Howse; 1847, Barber, Howse, & Mead; 1851, Howse &
